The "central po.stnfflee” resolve by Alder- 
man Downs at Monday evening's meeting 
of the board of aldermen was the cause of 
n spirited debate and rudely disturbed the 
usual harmony of the regular session. tTp 
to its appearance the meeting had been un- 
usually quiet, and the resolve came in the 
nature of a surprise to most members. 

At 8.45 o'clock Alderman Downs pre- 
sented the resolution which denounced the 
decision of the postofllce authorities plac- 
ing the central postofllce at Newton Centre 
as opposed to the best interests of the city, 
and setting forth that in the opinion of the 
board the office should be placed in the 
center of population, which w ould be on 
the north side of the city and on the main 
line of the Boston «& Albany. 

Alderman White characterized the resolu- 
tion as absurd, and saw no reason why it 
should be presented. 

Alderman Daily hoped that this ‘‘ridicu- 
lous order "would not pass." He thought it 
showed a lack of courtesy from one mem- 
ber toward another, and was certainly 
ridiculous. He thought the passage of it 
would place the board in a position it 
would be ashamed to be placed. The alder- 
men, he said, were elected from the entire 
city, and not from cue ward. Their inter- 
ests should be therefore for the whole city. 

Alderman Downs said it was for the rea- 
son that the board of aldermen were chosen 
from the entire city that he introduced the 
resolve. It was the business of the board 
to see that people were accommodated. In 
all fairness the central postoffice should be 
placed on the north side of the city, where 
it would reach the greatest number of 
people. 

Alderman Baily said that he disagreed. 
The placing of the postoffioe belonged to 
the postolfice department of the United 
States, and not the city council or board of 
aldermen of the city of Xewtou. He still 
thought the board would maintain a ridicu- 
lous position in the passage of this resolve. 

Abler man Downs said further that he be- 
lieved the placing of the central postoffice 
to be the business of the postolfice depart- 
ment all right. But to the city it w:as vitally 
important. With a postoftice on the south 
side, where the trains were less and ran 
blower, the service would not be as good, 
and not to the people's best interest. It 
should certainly be in the center of popula- 
tion. 

Alderman White was very sorry the re- 
solve had been introduced. ‘‘It is unjust 
as it is unkind,” he said. He at first 
favored Newtonville, and would now cer- 
tainly vote against the passage of this re- 
solve. Its adoption would certainly place 
the board in a contemptible position. It 
•was a fair fight between Newton, Newton- 
ville and Newton Centre. Now that New- 
ton Centre has won iu this fair fight do we 
"cry baby.” It is "unjust as it is ungentle- 
manly, and ungentlemanly as it is unkind.” 
He hoped the resolve would be voted down. 

Newton Centre, Alderman Baily said, if 
she had been defeated would not have 
taken such means as these but she would 
have stood up like a man and congratulat- 
ed the fortunate village. Newton Centre, he 
thought, should be congratulated and not 
denounced. The consideration of such a 
resolve was no business of the aldermen 
but of the citizens of Newton. 

Alderman Roberts was very sorry the re- 
solve had been brought up. lie had fought 
for Newtonville, but when the decision of 
the postoffice authorities had been heard 
here he had spent considerable time in con- 
gratulating his Newton Centre friends. 
The adoption of the resolve would be an 
injustice to Ward Six. 

Alderman Downs could not see why his 
remarks had been misconstrued, as he act- 
ed in the city’s interest. No one could say 
he had acted ungentlemanly for he had al- 
ways conducted himself as a gentleman at 
City Hall. He thought the resolve should 
pass for the interest of the majority, and 
for the greatest good. It should certainly 
be placed in the center of copulation to at- 
tain these ends. 

Alderman Baily thought the north side 
at present more developed than the south, 
but in a few years the condition would be 
changed and the wisdom of selecting New- 
ton Centre will be then seen. 

Alderman Dow ns spoke of the location of 
the postolfice as u need of the present and 
not the future. The Centre might be the 
place many years hence, but the postoffice 
was to come today mid not ten years hence. 

Alderman White spoke furth<-r of the in- 
justice of the resolve, and thought the 
board would be sorry if the resolve was 
passed. 

The postal facilities, Alderman Baily con- 
tended, under the new system would be the 
same at the present. The salary of one 
postniu-ter would be some.what Increased 
while those of the others would be cut 
down to a little less thau what they ure at 
present receiving. He thought the resolve 
expressed the feeling of tin* Ward 1 alder- 
man and not the people. lie agreed with 
Alderman White that it was unjust und 
unkind. 

Alderman Dow ns asked Alderman White 
what he meant by saying that the board 
would not live long if the resolve was 
passed. Did it. me ill not live long political- 
ly Alderman White replied that he hud 
said that the aldermen would live long to 
regret it. Continuing, Alderman Downs 
said that he had always voted as lie thought 
for the city’s best. Nothing of a political 
nature would deter him from voting the 
way lie thought for the city’s best, no mat- 
ter what was said. 

Alderman White said lie did not know 
the game of politics. He had never played 
it lie ut first favored Newtonville. "1 
directed Mrs. Heath to men of prominence 
whom 1 thought she might see.” He was 
unwilling to have the board vote upon this 
like a "lot of kuownothiiigs.” 

Alderman Knowlton did not care to have 
the resolve go to a vote as it had been left. 
He thought the resolve might be miscon- 
strued. lie regretted it had caused any 
feeling, it was simply to get an expression 
of opinion of the board. If put to a vote 
lie favored the resolve’s passage, The 
city’s best interests demanded the postofllce 
on tiie north side. 

Alderman Downs said the resolve was to 
the interest of the greatest number. It 
wus the policy of the city government to 
provide “the greatest good to the greatest 
number, ” and he thought this was the in- 
tention of the resolve. As far as any feel- 
ing being created he could heartily shake 
hands with his brother aldermen from the 
;south side. 

Alderman Hobart thought the resolve 
liaidly expressed the sentiment of Ward 1. 
If the matter had been presented by u body 
of citizens it would have been all right. 
He hardly felt that he could speak for Ward 
\ residents, lie hoped Alderman Downs 
would see his way clear to withdraw this 
resolve. 

Alderman Downs said the matter lmd 
been calle'i to his attention by his constitu- 
ents from Ward 1 and he hail decided to 
present the resolve. 

Alderman White hoped the mutter might 
be withdrawn. He was opposed to the ex- 
pression of selfish opinion.und thought the 
resolve would only express the opinion of 
tire board. 

On motion of Alderman Hobart, which 


i was seconded by Alderman Baily, the re- j 
! solve was laid on the table. 

OTHER RUMNESS, 

! .lust at 8 o’clock the hoard was called to j 

■ order by Mayor Cobb, all members, with 
the exception of Alderman Allen, being 

j present. 

I The first business was a hearing on the 
j construction of a concrete sidewalk on ! 
Seminary avenue. 

Mr. Eager spoke of the necessity of the 
! sidewalk, saying that in the opinion of the 
five families lionefitted it was badly needed. 

Mr. Dike spoke of the muddy condition 
of the street, and felt the prayer of the 
petitioners should be granted in justice to 
them. They were fully willing to bear 
their share of the expense. 

As no remonstrants appeared the hearing , 
was closed. 

On the hearing for the petition fora main 
drain and common sewer on Berkeley street } 
and Valentine park . Bulge Blaney ap- j 
neared, representing Mrs. T ravel li and Mr. ! 
Day, who owned tin* land through which ; 
it was proposed to lay the sewer. There 
were no dwellings to be benefitted, and the 
remonstrants did not care to bear the ex- • 
pease of assessment. He understood if 
I the sewer wns extended from Highland 
i street it would reuuire much less pipe to 

* reach the house desired, as the distance 
would be much less. Mr. K. .1. Ilydeap- 

1 penring for the Valentine estate was op- 
posed to the laying of the sower, favoring 
.Judge Blaney’s plan. If the sewer was 

• constructed the estate would claim dam- 
i ages. 

j The hearing was closed. 

On the petition for a sewer on Tarlton 
1 road a hearing was opened, but as no one 
I appeared it was immediately closed. 

I On the telephone company’s petition for 
I the location of poles on the north side of 
I Washington street, from Walnut street to 
Elm street, a hearing was then opened. 

1 Mr. Byers protested, saying that the 
south side was the proper side. This, he 
thought, was understood when the Wash- 
i ington street widening was talked of. lie 
: thought the wires would injure the trees, 
i and the poles spoil the appearance of the 
i houses. 

Mi. Littlefield was opposed, endorsing 
M r. Byers’ statements. 

Mr. Byers called upon Chief Ranlett, 
whom he understood was opposed. 

Chief Ranlett said that Mr. Allen of the 
telephone company would say that in liis 
annual report lie recommended the double 
line of poles on Washington street for the 
division of the high and low tension cur- 
rents. As there were no trees on the south 
side he thought the poles might as well be 
placed on that side. If placed on the south 
side they would not interfere and be more 
desirable, ne was decidedly opposed to 
the placing of poles on the north side. 

Mr. Allen of the telephone company said 
the chief was right regarding the recom- 
mendation for the division of high and low 
tension currents, and it was with this 
understanding the plans of the company 
had been laid. He was sorry they had 
been delayed, but for the furtherance of 
better service it was necessary to construct 
pules on the north side. lie had talked 
with President Coflin of the Newton Street 
Railway regarding the matter, and he had 
said the company was willing to unite in a 
joint construction. 

Chief Ranlett said that Mr. Allen had re- 
minded him of something; if the telephone 
company were placing wires underground 
from Newton to Newtonville, why could 
not the system be extended to West New- 
ton ? 

Mr. Allen replied that the plans of the 
company had not yet fully developed, and 
when they were he would be glad to talk. 

The hearing was closed. 

On the same company’s petition for a 
location on Fuller street from Chestnut, 
Mr. George II. Frost appeared as a remon- 
strant. He had planted a line line of trees, 
had watched them grow, and was now un- 
willing to see them damaged ami the limbs 
torn down by the placing of telephone 
wires. 

Mr. Allen of the telephone company as- 
sured the board that the trees would not be 
damaged. The teleplume was to be placed 
in the house of Mr. Howard. 

.Bulge Blaney said lie thought that two 
wires could not do material damage. He 
thought the size of the pole should be re- 
stricted and the company not allowed to 
construct poles that were at present un- 
necessary, with an idea that they could 
be used in the future. 

Mr. Allen said that the two poles would 
be but 25 feet high. This wus a city ordi- 
nance. 

A motion to close the hearing at that 
time was carried. 

A hearing was opened and closed on the 
company's petition for a location on Beacon 
street. 

The same company petitioned for a loca- 
tion on Fairfax, Berkeley and Sterling 
streets. 

Mr. Hayes, who desired to have his house 
lighted, appeared in favor of the petition. 

A protest signed by XV. B. Morse and 11 
others, was read by Mayor Cobb. 

Mr. Gates, a land owner in tlmt vicinity, 
appeared in remonstrance. .Bulge Blaney 
also remonstrated. lie spoke of the im- 
provements made by the land owners in 
that vicinity, and of their unwillingness to 
have the streets destroyed. There were 
further protests from Mr. Harry Whitmore 
| and others. The hearing was closed. 

On n otion of Alderman Baily the read- 
| iug of the journal was dispensed with. 

I There were no papers from the common 
! council. 

The Commonwealth avenue street rail- 
way was granted permission to erect u car 
barn on Commonwealth avenue. The com-

George F.llall and other owners on Chapel 
street the Newton Street Railway was 
ordered to place its tracks in the center of 
that thoroughfare, the street railway 
company to bear the expense of widening 
the street. 

The gas company was granted locations 
on Adams and Jefferson streets.

The telephone company was granted a 
location on Cherry street. 

It was ordered that concrete sidew alks be 
constructed on Walnut street. Highland 
avenue, Hillside avenue, Hancock and Fern 
streets. 

The water board was authorized to lay 
pipe in tiie following streets at a cost of 
$17S<>: Albion road, Algonquin road, 
Devon road, off Highland street, oil River 
street, and Washburn avenue. 

John Mulauey was granted a junk 
Remise. Alderman Downs said Mr. Mal- 
oney was a resident of the Wellesley side 
of Lower Falls. He had always been 
granted a license, but as the board had de- 
cided not to grant licenses to non-residents 
lie thought best to bring tiie matter up. It 
was voted to grant the license without dis- 
cussion. 

The street railway committee reporting 
favorably on the Commonwealth avenue 
street railway’s location on Centro street 
between the boulevard and Homer street, 
the franchise was granted. 

Alderman Downs reported for tiie com- 
mittee to investigate tiie bill for tiie gun 
carriage at tiie High school, saying that 
the committee had delayed calling a meet- 
ing until Maj. Benyon had recovered from 
his illness and could be interviewed. They 
had decided to report favorably however, 
as they thought the gun was ordered by 
some one in authority who had assumed 
the right. Tiie gun carriage was being 
made good use of by tiie scholars, and there 
was no reason that it should not be paid. 

Alderman White thought the payment of 
tiie bill would establish a bad precedent. 
He hoped it would not pass. lie did not 
believe in paying bills contracted by Tom, 
Dick and Ilarry. 

Alderman Downs said the carriage had 
not been ordered by Tom, Dick and Harry. 
He didn’t feel like saying at tiie present 
time what lie would like to say. The bill 
had worried Maj. Benyon very much. 
Tiie carriage had been ordered bv one who 
thought lie had a perfect right. 

Alderman Roberts thought that further 
time should be given to the committee until 
Maj. Benyon had regained his health. "If 
the .right to pay it belongs to tiie school 
board 1 believe it ought to be paid by 
them.” 

The committee was allowed further 
time.

Washington, May 1.— The selection of 
Newton Centre ns the main office for the 
city of Newton under the free delivery sys- 
tem, as announced in the Journal, has 
brought down upon the Post Office Depart- 
ment a deluge of protest from other offices 
in the city. Congressman Sprague called 
at the department today and laid before 
the Assistant Postmaster General and the 
Superintendent of Free Delivery a largo 
number of appeals which have come to 
him asking to have the case reopened, in 
order that the claims of other parts of the 
city may he more fully presented. 

Mr. Sprague throughout the contest has 
not used his Influence in behalf of any of 
the offices, but lie lias seen that the argu. 
ments in favor of each were properly 
placed before the department in order that 
the department might have ample Informa- 
tion on which to proceed for the best in- 
terests, both of the service and of the 
people of the city. Assistant Postmaster 
General Heath, with whom tho decision of 
the question lie?, said to the Journal cor- 
respondent this afternoon Hint the depart- 
ment must consider its action us linal.

“We have examined Into this case very 
carefully,” lie said, “and have come to a 
conclusion which wo are sure will prove 
best for the service and which will bo sat- 
isfactory to the people of the whole city, 
just as soon as the system goes into prac- 
tice. Mr. Sprague lias seen that the 
claims of all parts of the city were fully 
and impartially presented without attempt- 
ing In any way to influence the action of 
tlie department, and we have had our own 
inspectors in tho field. 

“We have ascertained that Newton Cen- 
tre is the geographical center of tho dis- 
trict to be served, and that it is also very 
near the center of population. The sys- 
tem to be arranged, which will go into 
effect July 1, will give to every part of tho 
city a better service than now prevails, and 
m/section will have an advantage over 
any other. The action of the department 
has been dictated solely by business 
reasons, and it will have to stand.” 

Mr. Mnchen, the superintendent of free 
delivery, said that as soon as the system 
goes into effect it will prove acceptable to 
everybody. “It is a mistake,” he said, 

“to suppose that any section is given an un- 
due advantage by being selected as the 
site for the main ofllce. The mails will 
arrive just as promptly at the other offices 
as they arrive now. Objection 1ms been 
that Newton Centre is not on the main 
railroad line f om New York to Boston, 
and that time will be lost in distributing 
the mails through an office situated on a 
branch road. There is no force in this ob- 
jection. The truth is that the through 
mails for Auburndale, West Newton, 
Newtonville and Newton will not have to 
go through the Newton Centre office atall. 
They will he made up on the train and 
dropped just as at present, and mails will 
be dispatched in the same way. 

“A system will prevail in Newton sim- 
ilar to that which prevails in the Boston 
district. A comparatively small portion of 
the mail intended for Cambridge for in- 
stance ever sees the Boston office. It is 
made up on the train and goes direct to 
the Cambridge sub-station. The main 
office for purposes of administration 
should be us near the geographical center 
of the district as possible, and Newton 
Centre has been selected with that end in 
view.” , , , 

The report of the Inspectors on winch 
the action of the department has been 
based goes very fully into tins phase of 
the question, and it will he interesting 
reading for the people of Newton. The 
report hears the date of April 15. 

It appears that four plans were proposed. 
One was to establish the free delivery 
system in connection with each of theexist- 
ing offices; the second was to maintain 
three independent offices, one at Newton, 
one at West Newton and the third at New- 
ton Centre; the third contemplated two in- 
* dependent offices, one on the North side of 
the city, the other at Newton Centro on 
t lie south side. These plans were all dis- 
missed. They were too expensive and 
they would have been contrary to the uni- 
versal practice of tho department, which 
lias been to establish a single central office 
with sub-stations. The Inspectors say in 
their report after describing these three 
plans: “The fourth plan is to consolidate 
seven of tho Newton post offices, namely, 
Newton, Newtonville, West Newton, Au- 
imrndule. Newton Upper Falls, Newton 
Highlands and Newton Centre, leaving the 
three remaining offices us they are at pres- 
ent, one main office to bo established on 
t lie site of one of the seven offices, and the 
others, with the exception of Newton 
Upper Falls, to bo made carrier stations of 
tiie main office. ” 

“All the post offices in Newton receive 
ami dispatch mails via the Newton Circuit 
rail way post office, which traverses the Cir- 
cuit railroad from Boston live times a day. 
Tills is the only regular supply which any 
of these offices have. 

“In our judgment it would not be at ull 
necessary thut mails for uny of the stations 
established in pursuance of this idea should 
lie sent through the main office, hut every 
station could receive und dispatch mails via 
this railroad post office, the same as they 
now do as independent post offices. All 
the stations but one, Newton Upper Falls, 
would bo a carrier station. The patrons of 
each station would receive the same num- 
ber of mails dully that they now have, 
could purchase money orders, registered 
letters, and if they choose to do so, might 
rent boxes in their stations and receive 
their inuil in precisely the manner that 
they now do. 

“In short the establishment of such 
stations would in no way curtail any postal 
facility they now enjoy, but they would 
have in addition to their present conven- 
iences the benefit of the free delivery ser- 
vice, and the department under such ar- 
rangement would effect u very greut saving 
of money. Many people will oppose tins 
plan at first because of a heller which s 
quite prevalent throughout the city thut if 
t he central office is established ull mail for 
the stations must go through that office, 
and will thereby be delayed, und the 
natrons of the stations put to considerable 
inconvenience. 

“Tills opposition will disappear at once 
upon putting t he plan in force. We have 
to say that if these cases are to lie settled 
upon sentimeutul considerations, then all 
the post offices now existing in Newton 
should be maintained, and the free delivery

WAWBEWAWA’S NEW CLUBHOUSE. 


A HEAUTIFUL RETREAT FOR THE CANOE- 
MEN ON THE CHARLES AT AIJUURN- 
DALE. 

Another handsome clubhouse adorns the 
beautiful Charles at Auburndale. This is 
the Wawbewawa Canoe Association’s 
future home, and, certainly, it is a most at 
tractive one, both as to structure and loca- 
tion. It is situated at the foot of Islington 
street, in the bend of a bay, and is easily 
reached from the Newton boulevard elec- 
trics. Work upon it has been rapidly 
pushed forward, and the building will be 
ready for occupancy this week. 

The house is two stories in height, of 
wood, fancy in exterior design and con- 
veniently arranged interiorly. To the left 
of the street entrance is the ladies’ recep- 
tion room, to the right the stair case to the 
floor above. The balance of the ground 
floor is occupied by canoe racks for 30 
canoes, ami the club’s two large racing war 
canoes. :k) feet long, and fitted for crews of 
nine men each. 

On the second floor are the men's locker 
rooms, dressing rooms, shower bulbs, etc., 
also a kitchen and a dining room. Half of 
the floor, on the river side, is taken up by 
a large club room, with scat lockers on two 
sides; another side is filled up by a huge 
open fireplace. 

Across the river end of the building ex- 
tends a 1‘2-foot balcony, the view from 
winch is one of the finest on the entire 
Charles river, overlooking, as it does, a 
wide bay, almost surrounded by wild wood- 
land. Directly across tho river is to be 
seen Norumhega tower, erected to mark 
tho site of ancient works and fortifications, 
the remains of the visit of the Norsemen 
to this locality in 1000 A. I). 

The Wawbewawa Canoe Association is 
essentially a canoe racing organization, 
ami has an active membership of 50. It 
belongs to the American Canoe Associa- 
tion, and is also a member of the New 
England Amateur Bowing Association. 
Capt. Louis S. Drake of the Wawhewawa’s 
is also rear commodore of the eastern di- 
vision of the A. C. A., while Treasurer 
Francis J. Barrage is purser of the same 
body. 

The association has among its members 
some of the fastest paddling men in the 
country, and holds at present the tandem, 
single and dub-four championships of New 
England, and the other canoe clubs in New 
England have good reason to remember the 
well trained war canoe teams sent out by 
the association in years past. 

At Springfield, in 1S‘.H, tho “Wuwbles’ 
carried oft' the New England champion- 
ship, beating out teams representing the 
Puritan C. C. ami Waltham, Springfield 
und Ilurtlord canoe clubs. This title the 
club successfully defended at Lowell and 
Lawrence the following seasons.

took? None from Milan to Turin. At the 
latter place a junction is made with the 
through train from Rome to Paris, on 
which are sleeping cars. But as one is not 
sure or securing a berth at Turin, and 
must, if he does get one. pay full rate for 
the whole route from Borne, it was deemed 
best for all tn take the compartment in the 
saloon car. 

At some stations a stay is made long 
enough to allow one to got out and stretch 
cramped limbs, and to get a “hasty plate of 
soup,” or some bottled heart-ghuldener. 
Tho weather was fair when we left Milan 
at 10.45 a. in., und remained so through the 
day. The country wo passed through be- 
fore reaching Turin is an immense plain, 
level us Illinois prairies, und evidently 
well cultivated. 

I may as well say hero us elsewhere that 
these plains, and in fact all the fanning 
lands which I have seen in Europe, have 
interested me by their cleanliness, to men- 
tion no other particulars. They are immac- 
ulate. It might seem like extravagance to 
say that every field shines with neatness, 
und I will not say quite that. No rubbish 
beans are left anywhere to make the fields 
unsightly. No noxious weeds or brambles 
are sheltered hv fences or hedges. There 
is no waste. Men, women and children 
k< op an all- seeing watch, and not a twig, or 
a straw falls to the ground without their 
notice and everything is used, if not any 
where else, then in the house for fuel. I 
think you must have noticed this yourself. 

On the way I saw women in the fields 
gathering something into their swelling 
uprons, where 1 could sec nothing to glean. 
Men were busy in many fields plowing and 
turning very neat furrows with long, awk- 
ward-looking plows drawn by oxen having 
long spreading horns, and their backs cov- 
ered with canvass. It is early March, but 
by and by the earth will feel in all her be- 
ing the stirring of the breath of spring, 
and the genial warmth of the northward 
morning sun; and then this whole region 
will smile hack to the smiling Italian skies. 

At present, in this part of the year, one 
tiling disfigures the landscape. It is the 
thousands of abbreviated trees thrusting 
out into the harmless air two, or three or 
four it may be, abbreviated arms ending in 
big, abnormal, hideous lists, reminding one 
of those which Neapolitan beggars thrust 
into your face. Indeed, these trees give 
the fields a beggarly aspect. They seem to 
appeal to passers-by and to high heaven to 
come and at least cover their deformities. 

Perlmps high heaven responds to these 
mute uppeals. For the knobs are not dead, 
but.every year at the appointed time they 
send out and up green shoots, which grow 
till the thrifty husbandman cuts them off, 
and trusses them up for use at home or for 
sale, and leaves the stumpy lists more hide- 
ous than before, because bigger. 

It may be that in summer time, these 
monstrosities become the seat of abundant 
rods, green and full of leaves, that cast a 
grateful shade, and make these plains so 
clad more fair to look upon. It maybe. 

I will hope so. 

Between Milan and Turin the road passes 
Magenta, memorable for its battlefield, (on 
which monuments have been erected, if 
our eyes did not deceive us,) and through 
Novara near which the batteof Novara 
was fought March 23, 1R4!»: It is a pleasant 
town and shows to the traveler a Roman- 
esque cathedral. 

Milan is the capital of the province of 
Lombardy in the north of Italy. The chief 
city of the most western province, Pied- 
mont, at tiie foot of the Alps and more than 
half surrounded by them, is Turin, Italian 
Tosiuo. Latin Augusta Tauritiornm, found- 
ed by tiie Taurini, a Ligurian tribe. It is a 
comparatively modern city, the ancient 
town having been quite destroyed during a 
siege in 17(!(i. It was the capital of Italy 
from 185t» to 1805. 

Leaving Turin we soon came to the 
mountains. Two locomotives, one in front 
and another in the rear, now drew and 
pushed our train up various inclines, and 
through sundry tunnels, till we were above 
tiie snow line of the day. Snow on the 
hill sides, snow in small drifts by the road- 
side, slowly melting and sending slender 
streams down into the valleys below, pre- 
sented views refreshingly nfew, if not alto- 
gether welcome. As we climbed the moun- 
tains we had occasional glimpses of the | 
smooth, winding carriage road that leads 
to little villages high up the hills, and on 1 
over the mountains 1 believe. Here, too, j 
we could best notice how the hand of in- j 
dustry had seized high slopes on the moun- 1 
tains, and made rounding terraces, one 
above another in dizzying numbers, from 
tiie very verge of precipices up as far as 
foot can cling and soil he found. Small 
fields moreover, und orchards, we saw oc- 
casionally, on mountain shoulders. At 
length we reached, entered, passed through 
the famous Mt. Cenl’s tunnel, eight miles 
in length. 

Then Modane came soon, where we 
passed our luggage under the hands of 
courteous custom-house officers who looked 
into my satchel, (nothing else) and saw my 
pajamus, und smiled and let me puss. Tlu* < 
trunks were re-weighod and registered and j 
replaced in the van, and our hand baggage 
was put into ‘mr compartment. Dinner on 
tiie dining-car. und then came night ami i 
rain, and we saw no more till we reached , 
tin* suburbs of Paris, when we looked into 
open day und saw snow fulling— heavy ! 
snow that melted us it fell. 

An omnibus brought us dry-shod to our 
hotel. The way home now seems short.

THE AUTHORITIES MISINFORMED. 


and in the matter of Influence Newton Cen- 
tre has certainly proved Itself the center of 
the city. 

Tin Newton Centre people not only con- 
vinced the postal authorities that they 
were the centre of the city but also that 
Newton Centre was the site of the first 
settlement in Newton. They must have 
received new Information, as both Smith’s 
A Jackson’s histories agree that the first 
settlement was in 1039, when six houses 
were built near the Charles River and the 
dividing line between Newton anti Brigh- 
ton, John Jackson being the first settler, 
and living in one of those houses. Samuel 
Hyde came next, and owned a farm which 
included part of NewtonviUe, and Joseph 
Fuller came next with a farm which in- 
cluded West Newton, and Samuel Holly 
followed with a farm which included the 
old Hyde estate on Centre street and Hyde 
avenue. Johnathan Hyde was the first 
settler to go toward the Centre, and his 
house was near Alden Speare’s residence, 
but that was in 1«»47. Mr. Wiswall did not 
come until 1054, fifteen years after the 
first settlement, to take a larm which in- 
cluded Crystal Lake and Newton Centre, 
but for many years, most of the settlers 
were as was natural along the river, and 
the first six houses in Newton proper was 
the first village in Newton. 


The surprise caused by the decision of 
the postal authorities to pluee the central 
office out of reach of the populous portion 
of the city has developed into a storm of 
protest, and people generally will be inter- 
ested in knowing what plausible explana* ! 
tion the Washington authorities can give 
for their action. 

The Boston Journal printed a long dis- j 
patch from its Washington correspondent, ! 
which purports to give Assistant Post- j 
master Heath’s explanation, and it will be ' 
found on another page. From this it will 
appear that the authorities were not so 
much to blame, as they of course know 
nothing about Newton, and had to depend 
on the local inspectors or some other source 
for their information. 

It will be seen that they were informed 
that Newton Centre was “the geographical 
center of the district to be served, and that 
is also very near the center of population 
as well.” But let us see what the real 
facts of the case are. Newton Centre peo- 
ple of bourse do not wish to take advan- 
tage of any misconception of facts on the 
part of the Washington authorities. 

Until this announcement came out, the 
geographical center of the city was always 
supposed to be at Bulloughs pond, and the 
center of population even nearer to New* 
tonville than that point. But as the Oak 
Hill district, containing only a few scattered 
farm houses, will hardly be included in the 
free delivery system, and takes up all 
the south part of the city, “the center 
of the district to be served” could hardly be 
Newton Centre or within less than two 
miles from it. * 

The census of 1895 is the only reliable 
data we have of the population of the city, 
and this confirms what we said last week, 
to which some residents of Newton Centre 
objected. The census is certainly as good 
authority as any special maps that were 
made to send to Washington. 

The census of 1895 gives the population 
of Newton Centre as 1,812, Newton High- 
lands 1,918. while Newton has 9,001, New- 
tonville 3,580, West Newton 3,457. Auburn- 
dale ‘2,810, Nonantum 2 , 248 , Newton Cen- 
trebeing the smallest village of the seven 
named and situated at one corner of the lot. 

By wards, Ward Six, which includes j 
Newton Centre, Chestnut Hill, Thompson* ; 
ville, Oak Hill, and apart of the Newton J 
postal district, lias 4,240 population, and 
Ward 5 lias 4,114. a total of 8,354, for the 
south side of the city, or a good deal less 
than the village of Newton alone. 

The north side wards have a total of 
19,236, and their postal service takes in a 
goo 1 portion of Ward Six, and a smaller 
part of Ward Five, so thut the least popu- 
lous section of the city, on u brunch ruil- 
r ad, gets the central post office. 

Mr. Jleulli and the Journal correspon- 
dent are very anxious to have it umlerst «>d 
that the decision is final, and cun not be re- 
voked, which certainly seems a curious 
stand to take. Probably they thought 
their inspector was competent, and that his 
statements were somewhere near the facts, 
but if they find that they huve been so 
grossly misinformed, they of course can 
hardly refuse to reconsider their decision. 
For this reason tiie north side of the city 
has decided to lay the whole case before 
the department, Congressman Sprague of 
course can not help realizing that lie can 
not afford to gratify a few prominent politi- 
cal leaders, ami some two thousand voters, 
ut the risk of offending all the rest of (he 
city, which casts nearly five thousand 
votes, and could decide any contest in this 
district. 

A dispatch in tiie Boston Journal of 
hist evening contains u letter from E. C. 
Fowler, acting first assistant postmuster 
general, to Congressman Sprague, stating 
that the department has considered all the 
I'enioubtiauces and protests, and have de- 
c ded to establish the central office at New- 
ton Centre, and will also include Upper 
Fulls iu the free delivery system. They 
say that it is in accordance with the report 
of the inspector, ami tiie rule of the depart- 
ment o select as near the geographical cen- 
to - as practicable. Newton Centre people 
claim that the Homer and Walnut street 
corner is the geographical center, although 
tills is only u stone’s throw from Bullough's 
pond, and that it is in Newton Centre and 
nearer to Newton Centre village than New- 
touville. The difference is very small in any 
case, hut it is nearer to Newton Highlands 
than either, so the department did not gut as 
near the geographical center as practicable. 
They have also learned something and do 
not claim now that Newton Centre is “tiie 
ceuter of the district to be served,” us they 
have evidently been told of the great ex- 
teut of undeveloped country iu the Oak 
liill district. The fact that the Boston 
Journal devotes so much space to the 
Washington explanations, alone of the 
Boston papers, shows .the strong politicu* 
influence behind this 'remarkable decision' 


The: post office decision caused a rather 
warm debate In the board of aldermen 
Monday night, and the two south side 
alderman w ere indignant that there should 
be any talk of reopening the case, and 
thought it was both “ungentlemanly and 
unkind” to suggest such a thing. All the 
same, Alderman Downs is the most pop- 
ular alderman on tiie north side of the 
city today, and he lias received many re- 
quests to call up his motion again and 
have it passed, and possibly the Common 
Council will also take action. 


The finance committee has investigated 
very fully the charges made against City 
Clerk Kingsbury and their report will be 
read with interest, as it shows that the 
City Clerk has been absolutely honest in 
all his dealings with the city, and lias never 
kept back a cent to which he was not clear- 
ly entitled. But the report was not needed 
to convince people of this. 

Tiif. weather is said to be the only safe 
subject of conversation now, when people 
of the two sections of the city meet to- 
gether In a social way.

CITY CLERK FEES. 

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE INVESTIGATE 
MR. FOWI.E’S CHARGES, AND FIND THEM 
UNTRUE IN EVERY PARTICULAR. AN 
ABORTIVE ATTEMPT TO INJURE A 
FAITHFUL OFFICIAL. 

The joint standing committee upon 
finance ami salaries of the city council of 
the city of Newton, having had their atten- 
tion called to certain charges made by Ex- 
Mayor Fowle against the city clerk of the 
city of Newton, relating to dog fees, etc., 
have made at tiie request of the city clerk, 
and believing that the interests of the city 
and the integrity of one of its trusted 
officials are involved, a careful examination 
of tiie charges, also of all receipts, vouchers 
and accounts as they appear on tiie books 
of the city clerk, city auditor and city treas- 
urer, relating thereto. 

As a result of this examination they find 
that the charges are iu no particular 
sustained, but upon the contrary that every 
cent has been properly accounted for in ac- 
cordance with the law, the ordinances of 
the city and tiie agreements between the 
city and city clerk relating to his salary. 

In order tlmt tiie matter may be thorough- 
ly understood, the committee propose as 
specifically as possible to state both tiie law 
and the facts relating to dog licenses. 

The statutes of the Commonwealth relat- 
ing to the application of moneys received 
for dog licenses are as follows: 

Sts. 1880, Chap. 259, Sect. 2: "The Cltief 
of Police of Boston and the clerks of other 
cities and towns, shall issue said licenses 
and receive] the money therefor, and pay 
the same into tiie treasuries of their respec- 
tive counties, except in the County of Suf- 
folk, on or before the first days of June and 
December of each year, retaining to their 
own use twenty cents for each license, and 
shall return therewith a sworn statement 
of tiie amount of moneys thus received and 
paid over by t ;em. They shall also keep a 
record of all licenses issued by them with 
tiie names of tiie keepers or owners of dogs 
license 1, and the names, registered num- 
bers an 1 descriptions of all such dogs.” 

It is evident fr an the reading of tiie 
statute that tiie city clerk is under no 
obligation to account for these fees to the 
city. He is obliged to pay them over on or 
before the first days of June and December 
in each year to the treasurer of tiie county, 
retaining for his own use twenty cents for 
each license issued by him, and this twenty 
cents is for his own use and not for the use 
of the city. 

That there may be no doubt upon this 
point, your committee refer to the case of 
.Shepard vs. city of Lawrence, 141 Mass., 
479 decided in *1 *ki;, which was a suit be- 
weeu the city clerk of Lawrence and tiie 
city relating* to such fees, and tiie court 
save : 

“Tire licenses were not granted by the 
city, an I the license fees belong to the 
county, an 1 the plaintiff ( ity clerk) in 
collecung and paying them over acted for 
the county rather titan for the defendant 
• city of Lawrence.) The city clerk was de- 
signated eo nomine to perform certain 
public duties created by the statute, which 
did not concern the city, and which did not 
intrinsically or historically pertain to the 
office of city clerk. We think that the 
compensation provided for him by the 
statute for these services cannot be deemed 
money received iu itis ollicial capacity.” 

We find that it was distinctly understood 
by each year’s finance committee from 1888 
to i.s<h; that the city clerk should retain 
such fees. This was the law and there wus 
no agreement made to vary it. 

There is nothing whatever to prevent the 
city clerk making any agreement with tiie 
city w itli regard to such fees as he is under 
tiie statutes entitled to retain. 

Ex-Mayor Fowle makes the following 
statement with regard to tiie year 1886: 
That lie received for fee* puid to city 

treasurer 9203.05 

Retained from dog license receipts and 
paid tocit) treasurer 1203 liceuscs at go

which sum the city clerk collected in 1886 
and paid to the city treasurer, and there 
was therefore no loss to the city. 

He states for 1887 “In the city clerk’s re- 
port for 1887 the deficit is only $8.65.” The 
committee find that tiie entire amount col- 
lected by the city clerk for dog fees-during 
1887 was $263. This entry appears upon 
the eitv treasurer’s books as a receipt in 
January 1888. There is therefore no loss 
to tiie city. 

For 1888 he says, “In the city clerk’s re- 
port for 1888 the deficit is only $30.85. My 
own comment upon this apparent infirmity 
of purpose is that some person was feared 
or made objection; if so this trouble was 
removed after 1888, as will be seen by wlmt 
follows : 

The committee find that all record 
fees received by tiie city clerk during 1888 
was $319.60. Of this sum $297.35 appears 
as credited to him on the city treasurer s 
books during 1888 and the balance of $22.25 
appears credited in January 1889, tiie latter 
amount being the collection of tiie city 
clerk for the month of December 1888. The 
dog fees for this year collected by the city 
clerk of $271.60 were retained by him under 
advice and in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the statute. There was therefore 
no loss to the city.

“It will be noticed that he no longer as- 
serts that he has paid tiie dog fees to the 
city treasurer, but leaves it obscurely “re- 
tained fees” not saying who was benefited 
by the retention.” 

The committee find that tiie sum of 
$331.50 covered all fees other than dog 
fees received by the city clerk during 1889, 
and appear credited to the city clerk on tiie 
city treasurer’s books. The sum of $284.80 
was tiie amount received by tiie city clerk 
from dog fees collected by him and was re- 
tained by him for reasons above stated 
The city treasurer’s books show a credit of 
$353.75. This is an excess of the amount 
paid to him by tiie city clerk during 1889 by 
the sum of $22.25 which sum appears us a 
credit in .January 1889 being tiie city clerk’s 
record fees for Dec. 1888.

The 
sum appears as a credit on the city treasur- 
er’s books, Jan. 1st, 1896, and balances this 
year’s account. There is therefore no loss 
to tiie city.

Tiie committee find that under an agree- 
ment entered into between the finance 
committee and the city clerk in the autumn 
of 1895, the city clerk agreed in cunsidera- 
ation for an inerease in his salary to turn 
into tiie city treasury all dog fees to be in 
tiie future collected by him, and to which 
he would otherwise be entitled. The dog 
fees collected by the city clerk during 1896 
amounted to $222.60. This amount the city 
clerk paid to the city treasurer, and it so 
appears as a credit upon the city treasurer’s 
b ioks. 

Tiie vouchers made to tiie city treasurer 
by the city clerk for the years 1894 and 1895 
when Mr. Fowle was employed by the city 
a* an expert accountant, must have passed 
under his ollicial eye, if lie did his duty. 

Tiie committee cannot therefore under- 
stand why the wrong which lie now’ claims 
to have discovered, should not then huve 
been a wrong, and become a subject of his 
report. Certainly Mr. Fowle lias discredit- 
ed himself as a public accountant, ami the 
impropriety of his further employment in ' 
that capuoity by the city of Newton must 
now be recognized. 

The publication of such serious charges 
by an editor, without an attempt on his 
part .to ascertain their truth or falsity, 
which might readily have been done by 
him, lays the editor open to the severest re- 
proof by our citizens. It is dillicult to at- 
tribute such publication to a disinterested 
motive. 

Mr. Kingsbury is a native of Newton, 
lias lived here all his life, served with 
honor during three years of the civil war, 
was a .selectman of Newton during the last 
years under a town government, and lias 
been city clerk of this city since 1883. This 
honorable record should not be wantonly 
attacked. i 

Having made tiie most careful examina- 
tion of every document appertaining to the 
collecting and disposition of fees by the [ 
city clerk, the committee unanimously as- 
sert that iu their opinion, not only does tiie ! 
credit of this official remain unimpaired ! 
but it has proved him in the highest degree 
worth j’ ol the continued confidence and 
esteem of his fellow citizens.

WABAN. 


To Insure the comfort ami safety of every 
visitor to the Hemlock Gorge Reservation 
nt Upper Falls this summer Supt. Williams 
of the Metropolitan Park commission 1ms 
adopted the following sot of rules which 
are posted on the ground. This pretty and 
attractive park has been popular with 
many who visit Echo bridge, especially 
ladles and children, and the rigid enforce- 
ment of these restrictions will be appreci- 
ated by them : 

1. No person shall enter or leave the 
Reservation over private property, but 
only at the regularly designated entrances. 
■*’ No person slmll make a fire for any 
pose or throw or place upon the ground 
ighted match, cigar or other burning 
substance. 

:t. No person shall dig up. break, cut, re- 
move, deface, defile or ill-use any treo.rock, 
bush, plant, turf, building, structure.fence, 
sign or other thing belonging to the Com- 
monwealth or hn\ e possession of the same. 

4. No person shall bring into tho Reser- 
vation any desttuotivo weapon, firearm, 
firecracker, torpedo, or firework ; or have 
possession of discharge the same therein ; 
or set a trap or snare; or injure or have 
possession of any wild animal or bird; or 
injure or disturb any bird’s nest or eggs. 

r». No person slmll accost, follow or 
otherwise annoy another person; or utter 
profane, threatening or abusive languago 
or loud outcry ; or have possession of any 
instruments of gambling ;or do any obscene 
or indecent act. 

No person except with written au- 
thority from said Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission slmll engage in business, sell or ex- 
pose for sale or give away any goods, wares, 
merchandise or circulars; or post, paint, 
affix or display any signs, notices, placards 
or advertising devices within the Reserva- 
tion. 

7. No person shall fish or bathe in the 
waters in this Reservation. 

«. No person shall placa and suffer to 
remain any piece of paper or other refuse 
except In the receptacles designated there- 
for. 

9. No person shall refuse or neglect to 
obey any reasonable direction of the super- 
intendent or a police officer. 

Any person violating any of the above 
rules shall be arrested and shall pay a fine 
of not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offence. (Acts of 1893, Chapter 407, Sec- 
tion 4.)

Beacon Hill, May 5. 1897. 

If tlie Berkshire railroad Ami a few other 
matters were out of the way, the governor 
could almost prorogue that portion of tlie 
general court which resides outside of tlie 
Metropolitan District, and the rest of the j 
members could give their attention to the | 
subjects still undecided, which fill the 
calendar. Boston matters are the latest to 
get in, and tlie last to lie reported every 
year. 

Today the combined street railway and 
metropolitan affairs committees will hold 
tlieiY first meeting to see if they are iu any 
sense agreed on the elevated railroad mat- 
ter. Chairman Dallinger tells me that his I 
first effort will bo to get tlie minor matters j 
out of the way, and then to see how near- 
ly the members agree on the Boston ele- 
vated petition. If there is anything like 
agreement, a sub-committee, presumably 
Senators Dallinger and Irwin, and Repre- 
sentatives Jones and Byown, will be ap- 
pointed to draw a bill covering the views 
of the committee. 'The chances are that it 
will be at least a week before the report is 
forthcoming. Meanwhile the street rail- 
way committee will try and get in tlie bal- 
ance of its reports on free transfers, cheap- 
er fares and a variety of other hung-up 
questions, and Mr. Rickard and ids associ- 
ates of the metropolitan committee, will 
endeavor to clear their calendar also. 

One of the most vexatious of the subjects 
still awaiting decision is that regarding 
public dock 8. The problem is whether 
Mr. Leeson and tlie rest of the dock com- 
mission were right in their conclusions, 
and whether the legislature ought to pro- 
ceed to carry out the recommendations, or 
whether in order to aggrandize a foreign 
corporation the South Boston flats should 
remain unimproved. There is no doubt 
that it would be very much to the advant- 
age of tlie New Ilaven road to be able to 
bring the major part of tlie goods bought 
in Boston’s great department stores, and 
elsewhere from New York, but why not 
have a dock big enough for the discharge 
of tlie biggest vessels and allow goods for 
Boston and New England consumption to 
be landed here? 'The great storage ware- 
house out on the Back Bay is at present 
crammed with wool. The warehouses 
along the docks are stored with the same 
commodity. Wool has even been trans- 
ported to Brovidence in large quantities, 
because Boston had no warehouses to ac- 
commodate it. Ships are lying in tlie 
stream in our harbor, because there are no 
berths for them to discharge their cargo. 
Other ships are hurrying to Boston with 
cargoes of wool, all trying to get there in 
time to avoid the new duty imposed by tlie 
Dingley tariff. The situation is peculiar, 
but it emphasizes the inadequate facilities 
afforded by our docks and wharves. There 
is one open berth at Mystic wlmrf, and that 
is all. Within a few years, instead of in- 
creasing our wharf accommodations, nine 
have been sacrificed for the purposes of 
making playgrounds and open spaces. A 
petition is now pending for the enlarge- 
ment of tlie IIoosuc tunnel pier thirty feet, 
so that the big vessels now building can 
get their after hatches against it. It is ab- 
solute truth that in two years tlie harbor 
improvements are to make Boston without 
a peer in this regard, with no docks to ac- 
commodate the big steamers which can 
then easily enter our port. Last year new 
lines of steamships were established be- 
tween Manchester. England, and four 
American ports. The projector came to 
Boston to place one here, and found lie 
could have no place for it to land its 
passengers and goods. At Jeffrey’s point, 
East Boston, is cheap land which lies 
directly oil’ the deepest water in Boston 
Harbor. The bill now pending provided 
that the state purchase that laud, and hold 
it until the South Boston dock is completed 
and occupied. This South Boston dock is 
to be at the Common wealth land, which 
the New Haven road endeavored to eon- 
vert to its own ultimate use for freight 
yards, last year, by an amendment to the 
terminal act preventing the construction of 
Northern avenue. Had that passed, tlie 
only open and available land— 170 acres— 
within a mile of City Ilall, would have been 
rendered useless. Tlie land belongs to the 
state and is worth millions to it, if it is 
kept available and the dock is constructed. 
The absolute question to be settled by tlie 
legislature is whether corporate greed shall 
rob Boston, the metropolitan district, Wor- 
cester, Lowell, Fall River, and the rest of 
our great cities of the growth that would 
follow making a port nearly 200 miles near- 
er Liverpool than New York available for 
the largest ships. I believe the Graphic 
will do a public service in assisting to open 
the public eye to tlie conspiracy which is 
secretly being carried out. 

Another question in which Newton is in- 
terested, is that of state ownership of the 
trunk sewer and outfall in Boston. This 
does not affect the Northern sewer district, 
which 1ms a separate on 1 fall, already under 
state ownership, and that is a disadvant- 
age, for tlie Mystic towns are indifferent, 
but it does seriously affect Newton. Wal- 
tham, Watertown, and the Charles river 
! valley places, as well as Quincy, Hyde 
Bark, Milton, and tlie other Neponset 
valley towns. It wus this fact that led 
Senator Harwood to move the reconsideru- 
ti >n of tlie vote of the senate, accepting the 
committees report, reference to tlie next 
general court, on the pending bill, Accord- 
ing to figures prepared by tlie city engineer 
of Waltham, on the basis of tlie rental 
charged last year* the two valleys will pay 
in I8‘»s, $ 18,878 as interest on the Boston 
plant, $17,872 on uiuinteiiuiice account, und 
$56,800 interest and sinking fund charges 
on valleys capital; total $98,045. On the 
other hand, if the metropolitan district, in- 
stead of paying rental should take tlie 
sewer, tlie entire plant, estimating tlie Bos- 
ton part ut the city's vuluution, would be 
worth in 1898:

| This is not all. If tlie district should uc-

terest ut four per cent, on Boston's total 
capital invested, ($5,134,871) with no. allow- 
ance for deterioration of plant, 21.78 per 
cent, of $205,000, or $44, otx), and $ xi,six) on 
the total capital invested by the stute, 
which is $1,688,798; or a total payment of 
$129,800. The finul result is this: In 1898 
valleys would pay on basis of 1895 pay- 
ment $98,045; they would pu> if the stale 
owned the sewer. $80,349; If compelled to 
meet Boston's claims, $129,800. 

And tlie tin fortunate feature ubout the 
latter figure is thut the district would not 
be puyiug up for tlie outfall, for they would 
never own it. It is good finance for Bos- 
ton to oppose tlie sale of the sewer, but the 
legislators who reside in tlie two valleys 
are to be commended for their efforts to 
suve the waste which w ould be represent- 


ed in the payment of such a rental annual- i 
ly for all time. 

dn Monday afternoon, when the question 
of reconsideration was reached, .Senator 
Harwood .stated that he would not press 
his motion, and the senate at once rejected 
It. This action did not meet the approval 
of some of tlie Charles river district people 
and it is understood an effort to substitute 
tlie bill will be made in the house. The 
senator’s reason for his action was that a 
bill is pending and now on the house table. 
Which Permits the supreme court of Essex 
county, on application, to appoint throe 
commissioners to fix upon a fair rental for 
the sewer. 'This is not what the advocates 
of purchase desire, however. 'They think 
that no rental will lie as advantageous as 
for the state to own the sewer. As a con- 1 
sequence it is understood that an effort 
will be made In the house to substitute the 
hill which was referred over In the senate. 

Mr. Estahrook has been successful in his | 
effort to got a bill through to permit the 
Commercial T ravellers association to do an ' 
assessment insurance business under 
proper restrictions. He has had the earn 
est help of the Newton members in the 
matter. Notwithstanding this, the bill al- 
I most came to grief on Monday, for tlie gov- 
] ernor was in consultation with Insurance 
i Commissioner Merrill, Mr. Estanrook and 
his counsel, Hon. Arthur H. Wellman. 
The governor expressed Ii is doubts of tlie 
wisdom of the bill as reported by tlie in- 
surance committee, and passed by both j 
branches, and the commissioner agreed I 
with him. Then tlie attention of His Ex- 
cellency was called to tlie bill which the ' 
petitioner originally filed, providing simply | 
that the association might not only do a 
fraternal insurance business, but business 
on tlie assessment plan, the point being 
that not being able to hold meetings as a 
less perambulating organization might do. 
it was necessary to hire agents. The bill 
which the committee substituted only per- 
mitted members who secured risks to get 
insurance free. Gov. Wolcott could see no 
objection to the original bill, and so on 
Monday afternoon, Senator Smith had the 
bill recalled, and the original draft substi- 
tuted. Mr. Estahrook must feel that he 
has been vindicated. Mr. Wellman, ns a 
senator, drew tlie Southern union station 
and many other bills which were of great 
importance, and the insurance committee 
ought to have known that any bill he 
would draw would be in line with public 
policy and of merit. 

The petitioners for the Hudson River and 
Berkshire road took the hint given them by 
Senator Harwood, and reinforced by tlie 
railroad committee, and have now applied 
for a charter in this state. Although there 
is slight opposition on the part of tlie Al- 
bany and New Ilaven roads, there is every 
prospect that they will get It. Mann. 


BOOKS AND MAGAZINES 


Brof. William T. Harris has edited “The 
Story of the Birds,” by James Newton 
Baskett, for Appleton’s series of Home 
Reading books. It has numerous full page 
pictures, and the editor points out that tlie 
new education takes two important direc- 
tions, one of these is toward original ob- 
servation. requiring the pupil to test and 
verify what is taught at school by his own 
experiments. Tlie other direction is sys- 
tematic home reading. The book is de- 
signed to forward botli of these tendencies, 
and to Help make self- culture the habit of 
life. The book aims to preseut in a rather 
unusual but popular way. the more strik- 
ing features of tlie probable development 
of birds, and takes up the early ancestry, 
and the more probable theories, the first 
use of feathers and how birds first flew, tlie 
use of wings in climbing, and other ways 
in which they were developed until they 
became wlmt we see them today, with full 
directions for studying tlie nature and 
habits of birds. Tlie author seeks to de- 
velop a new and ufl'ectionate interest in 
our feathered friends, and to teacli young 
people to look for birds when out of doors 
and to learn useful lessons from them. 

Another book in the same series is “The 
Riant World, its Romances and Realities,” 
a reading book of botany. It is compiled 
and edited by Frank Vincent, M. A., 
author of Actual Africa, Around 
and About South America, etc. It is de- 
signed as a school reader, to avoid the 
evils of “mechanical and unintelligent 
reading,” and to arouse attention and in- 
terest, form habits of observation, com- 
imrison, and deduction. The compiler 
states that the extracts in the volume have 
been chosen with an idea to secure the 
lively interest which comes from broad 
and characteristic treatment, and poetry 
has been invoked in addition to prose. 
The book is an excellent one of its class, 
but it illustrates, as well as the one men- 
tioned above, tlie chief idea of the so called 
“new” education, whicli is to cram the 
youthful mind, and reminds one of the 
way they are said to fatten Strasburg 
geese for market. Always have some 
“useful” information concealed iu every 
book, and never allow the young person to 
read for simple enjoyment. Make every- 
boy and girl a specialist, not only in one 
department but in everything, in other 
words, make them insufferable little prigs. 
Fortunately for tint human race, the at- 
tempt does not often succeed, and it is to 
be hoped that the “new education” fad 
will give way in time to more sensible 
i methods. It is quite as bad as the fad for 
j concealing a moral in every story, once so 
I popular with “.Sunday school story 
j writers.” and the young readers generally 
enjoyed the story and skipped the moral, 
j us we hope they do with all these “useful 
information” books of tlie new education 
j faddists. 

I “Lads Love” by S. R. Crockett has been 
published iu handsome form by D. R. Ap- 
ideton & Co. It is a very interesting and 
I healthy story, with not too much of tlie 
Scotch dialect an l very little preaching, 
and is regarded as one of the most charm- 
ing stories by this popular writer. The 
author pictures life in country Scotland 
with an irresistible oliarm. The hero is a 
country lad, who is studying at the Uni- 
versity for u doctor’s degree, and the story 
of his love for one of the pretty uml lively 
daughters of a neighboring farmer, and 
tiieir numerous esoapodes, is like a breath 
from tlie Scotch moorland. 'Tlie title is 
taken from a pungent herb, called tlie 
scented wormwood or southern wood, 
sprigs of which tlie young men of tlie 
country districts of Scotland used to wear 
when they went courting, and the grand- 
mothers used to carry it in their Bibles to 
! ohuroh. The herb was also called lads’ 
love, the title of the book. 

"The Intriguers,’’ by John D. Barry, is 
! lmrdly a novel, but rather u sketch, whicli 
outlines the cliuraoter of an American girl, 
whose friends are perpetually consumed 
: with projects to marry her off. The girl. 

Dorothea Wayne, too healthy minded and 
! too deep-nut uied to fritter away her heart 
in fortune hunting, busies herself with ber 
concerns until site does at last fall iu love, 
and to everyone's satisfaction. The story 
is one of ordinary society existence, pursu- 
, ing its course calmly and deliberately, 
seldom strenuous, und w ith occasional dead 
halts. It seems to manifest the potential, 
lather than the actual, strength of which 
the uuthor is capable.

Be- 
foro the next big sea the pair were hauled 
high enough to be out of harm, and all- 
ot her heave brought them up to grnss. 
Quick k, hut master trumpetei 
wnsn’tc. .. dead; nothing worse than 
a cracked head nnd throe staved ribs. In 
20 minutes or so t hey had him in bed, 
with the doctor to tend him. 

“Now was the time — nothing being 
left alive upon the transport — for my 
father to tell of the. sloop he’d seen driv* 
ing upon tho Manacles. And xyhen he 
got a liearing, though the most wore set 
upon salvnge and believed a wreck in 
tho hand, so to say, to be worth half fl 
dozen they couldn’t see, a good few vol- 
unteered to start off with him and have 
a look. They crossed Lowland point — nc 
ship to bo seen on the Manacles nor any- 
where upon the sea. Ouc or two was foi 
calling my father a liar. ‘Wait till we 
come to Dean point,’ said ho. Sure 
enough on the far side of Dean point 
they found tho sloop’s mainmast wash- 
ing about with half a dozen men lashed 
to it — men in rod jackets, every mother’* 
son drowned and staring, and a little 
farther on, jnst under the Dean, three 
or four bodies east upon the shore, one 
of them a small drummer boy, side 
drum and all, and, near by, part of o 
ship’s gig, with *H. M. S. Primrose’ cnl 
on the sternboard. From this point ol 
the shore was littered thick with wreck- 
age and dead bodies — tho most, of them 
marines in uniform — and in Godrevy 
cove, in particular, a heap of furniture 
from tho captain’s cabin, and among ii 
a water tight box, not much damaged 
and full of papers, by which, when if 
came to be examined next day, tlu 
wreck was easily mude out to be tin 
Primrose, of 18 gnus, outward bound 
from Portsmouth, with a fleet of trails 
ports from the Spanish war — 80 sail, I’ve 
heard, but I’ve never heard what be 
came of them. Being handled by mer 
chant skippers, no doubt they rode oul 
the gale and reached the Tagus safe and 
sound. Not but what the captain of the 
Primrose (Moinwas his name) did quite 
right to try and clubhaul his vessel 
when ho found himself under the land, 
only ho never ought to have got thert 
if lie took proper soundings. But it’» 
easy talking. . 

“The Primrose, sir, was a liaimsoim 
vessel — for her size one of tin* liundsom 
est in tho king’s service — und newly 
fitted out at Plymouth dock. So the 
boys hml brave pickings from her in th 
way of brasswork, ship's instrument* 
and tho like, let alone some barrels ol 
stores not much spoiled. They loaded 
themselves with as much us they could 
carry and started for home, meaning tc 
make a second journey before the pre 
veutive men got wind of their doing! 
and came to spoil the fun. But as my 
father was passing back under the Dent 
he happened to take a look over hit 
shoulder at tho bodies there. ‘Hello, 
says ho, nnd cl reaped his gear, ‘I do he 
lievo there’s a Ji g moving!’ And run 
ning fore, he stooped over the snntl 
drummer boy that I told you about. Tht 
poor little chap was lying there, witl 
his fuee a mass of bruises and his eye* 
closed, but he had shifted one leg ui 
inch or two and was still breathing. S< 
my father pulled out a knife and cut 
him free from his drum, that was lushed 
on to him with a double turn of manilh 
rope, and took him up and carried bin. 
along here, to this very room that we’ri 
sitting in. He lost a good (leal by this, 
for when he went hack to fetch the bun 
die he’d dropped the preventive met 
had got hold of it und were thick ni 
thieves along tho fore shore, so that ’twa» 
only by paying one or two to look tht 
other way that ho picked up anything 
worth carrying off, which you’ll ullou 
to bo heard, seeing that he wus the firsi 
man to give news of the wreck. 

“Well, tho inquiry was held, oi 
course, und my father gave evidence, 
and for the rest they hud to trust to tht 
sloop’s papers, for not a soul was savec 
besides the drummer boy, und by tht 
coltl and the fright. And the seiuneL 
and the fire troopers gave evidence aboui 
the loss of the Despatch. The tall trum 
peter, too, whose ribs were healing 
came forward uud kissed the book ; bui 
somehow his heud hud boon hurt it 
coming ashore, und he tulkcd foolisl 
like, and ’ t was eusy seen he would neve) 
be u proper man again. The others wert 
taken up to Plymouth, und so wenl 
their ways, but the trumpeter staid oi 
in Coveruek, und King George, finding 
he wus lit for uothiug, sent him down t 
trifle of a pension after awhile — cnougl 
to keep him in board uud lodging, witl 
u bit of tobacco over. 

“Now, tho first time that this man— 
William Tallifer, he called himself — 
met with the drummer boy was about i 
fortnight after the little elmp had bet 
terod enough to be allowed a short wull 
out of doors, which he took, if yot 
please, in lull regimentals. There novel 
wus a soldier so proud of his dress. Hit 
own suit hud shrunk u brave bit witl 
the suit water ; hut into ordinary frock 
and corduroys he declared he would uol 
get, not if be had to go naked the real 
of his life; so my futher, being u gooc 
nutured man und huudy with tho needle, 
turned to und repaired damages with i 
piece or two of sc arlet cloth cut fron 
the jacket of one of the drowned mu 
riues. Well, the |*»or little chap chimced 
to be standing in this rig out down bj 
the gate of Gunner’s meadow, when 
.they hud buried two score uud over ol 
( bis comrades. _ The morning wus a tint 


one, eariv in Ain rob mourn; mm mon* 
came the cracked trumpeter, likewim 
taking a stroll. 

‘‘‘Hello,’ says he; ‘good morning 
And wlmt might you lie doing here?’ 

“ 'I was u wishing, ’ says the boy, *1 
had n pnir of drumsticks. Our lads wen 
buried yonder without so much ns n 
drum ‘apped or a musket, fired, nnd 
that’s not Christian burial for British 
soldiers ’ 

“ ‘Phut,’ fln.vs the trumpeter, and 
spat on the ground, ‘a parcel of ma- 
rines!’ 

“The boy eyed him a second or so nnd 
answered up, ‘If I’d a tab of turt 
handy, I’d bung it nt your mouth, you 
greasy cavalry man, and learn you to 
speak respectful of your betters. ’ 

“The trumpeter looked down on him 
from the height of 0 foot 2 nnd asked, 
‘Did they die well?’ 

“ ‘They died very well. Thero was n 
lot of running to and fro nt first, and 
some of the men began to cry and a few 
to strip off their clothes. But when the 
ship fell off’ for the last time, Captain 
Mein turned and sitid something to 
Major Griffiths, the commanding offlcei 
on board, and the major called out to 
mo to heat to quarters. It might have 
been a wedding, he sang it out so cheer- 
ful. We’d had word already that ’twah 
to ho parade dress, nnd tho men fell in 
as trim and decent as if they were going 
to church. Ono or two even tried to 
shave at the last moment. Tho majoi 
wore his medals. One of the seamen, 
seeing I had work to keep tho drum 
steady — the sling being a bit loose foi 
me, and the wind what you remember— 
lashed it tight with a piece of ropo, and 
that saved my life afterward, a dram 
being ns good as a cork until it’s stovo. 
I kept boating away until every man 
was on dec k, and then the major formed 
them up and told them to die like Brit- 
ish soldiers, and tho chaplain read a 
prayer or two, the boys standing all the 
while like rocks, eucli man’s eouruge 



“77kj< won very well done.” 
keeping up the other’s. The chaplain 
was in the middle of a prayer when she 
struck. In ten minutes she was gone. 
That’s how they died cavalryman. 

“ ‘And that was very well done, 
drummer of the marines. Wluit’s youi 
name?’ 

“ ‘John Christian.’ 

“ ‘Mine’s William Tallifer, trumpetei 
of the Seventh Light dragoons — the 
Qneen’s Own. I played “God Save the 
King” while our men were drowning. 
Captain Duncanfield told me to sound n 
call or two, to put them in heart, hut 
that matter of “God Save the King” 
was a notion of my own. I won’t say 
anything to hurt tho feelings of a ma- 
rine, even if he’s not much over 5 foot 
tall, but the Queen’s Own hussars is o 
tearing fine regiment. As between horse 
und foot, ’tis a question ot which get* 
the chance. All the way from Sahagun 
to Corunna ’twas we that took and gave 
the knocks — at Mayorga and Rueda and 
Beuuyveuty. ’ (The reason, sir, I can 
speak the names so pat is that my fathei 
learnt ’em by heart afterward from the 
trampter, who was always talking 
about Mayorga and Rueda and Benny* 
venty. ) ‘ We mude the rear guard, uinlei 
General Paget, and drove the French 
every time, and all the infantry did was 
to Kit about in wine shops I ill wo whip- 
ped ’(‘in out, and steal and straggle and 
play the tomfool in general. And when 
it came to u stand up fight ut Corunna 
’twas wo that hud to stay seasick aboard 
the transports and watch the infantry in 
the thick of the caper. Very well they 
behaved, too, spcciully the Fourth reg- 
iment und tin* Forty-second highlanders, 
and the Dirty Half Hundred. Oh, aye, 
they’re decent regiments all three! But 
tlic* Queen’s Own hussars is u tearing fine 
regiment. So you played on your drum 
when the ship was going down? Drum- 
mer John Christian, I’ll have to get 
you a new pair of drumsticks for that.’ 

“Well, sir, it uppeurs that the very 
next day the trumpeter marched into 
Helston und got a carpenter there to turn 
him a pair of boxwood drumsticks fm 
the boy. And this was the beginning of 
one of the most curious friendships tliut 
you ever heard tell of. Nothing delight- 
ed them more than to borrow a boat off 
my father and pull out to the rock* 
where tho Primrose and the Despatch 
hud struck und sunk. And on still day* 
’twas pretty to hear them out there ofl 
the Manueles, the drummer playing hi* 
tuttoo, for they uhvays took their music 
witli them, und the trumpeter practicing 
culls and making histrumix't speak like 
au ungcl. But if the weather turned 
roughish, they’d be walking together 
anil tulking — leustwiso the youngster 
listened while the other discoursed about 
Sir John's campaign in Spain and Portu- 
gal, tolling how each little skirmish be- 
fell, and of Sir John himself, and Gen- 
eral Baird and General Paget and Colo- 
nel Vivian, his own commanding offi- 
cers, und wlmt kind of men they were, 
and of the lust bloody stand up at Co- 
runuu, und so forth, us if neither could 
huve enough. 

“But all this had to come to uu end 
in the lute summer, for the boy, John 
Christian, being now well und strong 
ugaiu, must g° U P Plymouth to re- 


port iiiTiiNi-ii. lwas ms own wisn, ror 
1 believe King George had forgotten all 
about him, and his friend wouldn’t hold 
him buck. As for the trumpeter, my 
father had made an arrangement to take 
him on as h dger ns soon as tho hoy 
left, anil on I lie morning fixed for the 
start ho wns up at Hie door hero by 5 
o’clock, with his trumpet, slung by his 
side nnd all tho rest of his belongings 
in a small vnliso. A Monday morning 
it was. and after breakfast he lmd fixed 
to walk with the hoy some way on tlio 
road tow ird Helston, where the coach 
Btartod. My father left i d.ii nt break- 
fast together, and went out to meat the 
pig and do a few odd morning jobs of 
that sort. When he came back, the boy 
wns still at table, and the trumpeter 
Standing here by I ho chimney plaeo 
with tho drum and trumpet in his 
hands, hitched together just as they be 
ut this moment

Death of Judge Lowell. 

Judge John Lowell died at his home in 
Chestnut Hill, at 4.05 o’clock this inoniing, 
after three weeks’ illness. Death was due’ 
to a complication of causes, brought about 
by overwork. He was stricken suddenly 
in a train, three weeks ago, but his recovery 
had been looked for up to a few days ago. 
He has had a country residence at Chest- 
nut Hill for many years, and a Boston resi- 
dence on Commonwealth avenue. He was 
born in Boston, Oct. is, 1824, of one of the 
oldest Boston families, his greatgrand- 
father being the first Judge John Lowell, 
appointed by President Washington in I7*b. 
He graduated at Harvard in ls43, ami at 
tlie Harvard Law- School iu 1845, and begun 
the practice of his profession in Boston. 
In March. 18B5, he was made judge of tlie 
district court by President Lincoln, and in 
1878, appointed by President Haves, justice 
of the circuit court for the first circuit. He 
resigned in lss;j. 

He married Miss Lucy B. Emerson, 
daughter of George B. Emerson. L. L. D. 
They had two sons ami two daughters, 
John, a member of tlie Suffolk bar and as- 
sociated with his father in praotice, James 
Arnold, a graduate of Harvard in 1804 ami 
a member of the Newton common council, 
Lucy Buckminster and .Susan who mar- 
ried William II. Aspinwall of Lowell. 

Judge Lowell had a distinict place in the 
community. He had a strong personality 
and inspired the greatest continence In his 
judgments and uprightness. He was a 
man in tlie broadest sense and was able to 
endear himself to all who came in contact 
w’itli him, either iu business or socially. 

In Newton he has always taken an in- 
terest in city affairs and has served on 
several important commissions, one of the 
most important of which was the revision 
of the City Charter, where his legal know- 
ledge was of great value. 

Death of Mr. Justin Whittier. 

The sad news of the death of Mr. Jus- 
tin Whittier at the Manhattan Hotel, 
New York city, was received here yester- 
day. He had been ill only a little over a 
week with pneumonia, but it was a very- 
severe attack, and was complicated with 
heart trouble. He had gone to New York 
the first of the month on a business trip, 
and last Thursday Mrs. Whittier was tele- 
graphed for, and Dr. McIntosh, his regu- 
lar physician. The body was brought to 
the home on Hunnewell Hill, late last 
evening, Mrs. Whittier being accompan- 
ied by Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Follett, who 
were with her during her stay in New 
York. 

Mr. Whittier has lived in Newton some 
twenty years, and had an unusually large 
circle of frieuds, who esteemed him ior 
his sterling character. He was oneof the 
most entertaining of companions, his 
ready wit never leaving a sting behind it, 
and his sympathy was always ready lor 
those in trouble, who found him a faith- 
ful and generous friend, and his sudden 
death brings great sorrow to many. In 
the Hunnewell Hill Club, of which he 
. was one of the original members, he will 
be greatly missed. 

lie was born iu Rowley, Mass., iu 1S48, 
and coining to Boston when a boy he rap- 
idly worked his way up to positions of 
trust and was noted for having the per- 
fect confident of all who irad dealings 
with him. He was at one time prominent 
in the leather business, and also the in- 
ventor of the most popular blacking in 
the market, but of late years his business 
has been that of an expert accountant and 
auditor, in which he was remarkably suc- 
cessful. He was called upon to take 
charge of the settlement of many bank- 
rupt estates, in all parts of tlie United 
states. Boston creditors of Southern and 
Western firms always felt that if they 
could secure Mr. Whittier, they w ould get 
all that it was possible to get. He had a 
happy way of dealing with men, and suc- 
ceeded where any other man would have 
failed. 

The funeral services will be held at 
Channing church on Sunday afternoon, at 
4 o’clock. Burial in the Newton Ceme- 
tery. 

Newton’s New Club House. 

The plans for the uew Hunnewell Hill 
Clubhouse were exhibited at Nonautum 
ball, Wednesday evening, over one hun- 
dred of the present and newly elected mem- 
, bers of the club being present. The full 
list of 150 members has been made up uud 
a waiting list started, so that the success 
of the new departure of the club is assured. 
Judging from the men present, the 150 
members will be fairly representative of 
Newton, and among them are many who 
are already members of the Newton Club, 
but who wish to have club accommoda- 
tions a little nearer home. 

The plans were thrown upon u screen by 
means of a stereopticou, and explained by 
Mr. Stanley, who said that as tin- draw iugs 
hud had to be made rather hastily from the 
plans, they w ere not as well finished, as if 
there had been more time. 

First the w hole building w u* show n. tlie 
Kldridge street front, which is the main 
entrance, the Church street front, contain- 
ing the ladies entrance, the south side, oou- 
tuiuiug a puuzu on both the first and second 
stories, overlooking tire tenuis courts, aud 
tlie westerly side. 

The first lioor plan showed the reading 
room at the comer of the streets, overlook- 
ing Farlow 1'urk, the broad entrance hull, 
the large billiard room, and the muiu stair- 
ways. The ladies entrance van be entirely 
closed off from tlie ie>t of the house, so 
that ladies can use the second storj, with- 
out entering the men's rooms, ’ihere is 
also u spiral stairway leading from tlie 
kitchen to the dining room iu the secoud 
story for the w aiter* 

i he basement contains the boiler rooms, 
the kitchen, pantry and store rooms, aud 
four bowling alleys, with seats lor friends 
of tiie players iu the rear, and plenty of 
standing room on either side, should games 
be very exciting, An outside exit will be 
pliued from tlie bowling alley ior use 
, w heu necessary . 

The third floor plan showed the reception 
room, the ladies parlor, a large dining 
1 room, and a card room, w ith stairway s on 
1 either side of the buildiug leadiug to the 
ball above. Yeutilation is provided by 
iiieaus of large fire places in every room, 
and there was some discussion as to adopt- 
ing oilier methods. 

' The hall iu the thiid story occupies the 
i whole of tiie top of the buildiug. with u 
stage and dressiug looms ut one eud, and 
w ill seat comfortably about 4u> people. It 
will be 1G led high iu the main portion, 

I and an open corridor ruuuing around the 
muiu portion will slope fiom Ki too 1-2 ft., 
uud cun ulso be Used for sealing purposes 
; if needed. Ventilators will be placed iu 
I the roof, and the ventiluliou heio will bo 
i us perfect as the iutest si stems can prov ide.

OTHER BUSINESS. 

A resolution similar to the one presented 
at the moetlnR of tho aldermen last week, 
was introduced by Councilman Pima at the 
regular meeting of the common council. 
Monday evening. After a long debate it 
was adopted by a vote of s to 4. It charac- 
terised the action of the postofflce authori- 
ties in selecting Newton Centre as the site 
of the central postnflloe, ns a mistake, and 
setting forth that the center of population 
is on the north side of the city, and that 
the best interests would be served by locat- 
ing the central oflloe on tho main lino of 
the Boston A- Albany railroad. 

Councilman Alvord of Ward r« was the 
first speaker. He said he did not suppose 
that Councilman Dana could be induced to 
withdraw the resolve, but he certainly 
hoped it would not prevail. He thought it 
ill timed and misjudged. It was similar to 
the one presented at the aldermen’s meet- 
ing, though In a different guise. If passed 
it would not be of any avail. It would not 
alter the decision of tho postofflce authori- 
ties. Ho considered action on such a re- 
solve outside the functions of the city 
government, and that such a body should 
not attempt to legislate in matters of this 
kind. “Our functions are clearly defined 
by tho city charter, and in acting upon this 
we are overstepping the bounds.” The 
adoption of the resolve would place the 
council in an unenviable and ridiculous 
position. It appeared as the last plaintive 
wail of the disgruntled. 

Councilman Warren said lie first favored 
Newtonville, but as the choice had been 
made by the postal authorities, he was op- 
posed to the passage of the resolve. 

Councilman Nagle said the postofflce 
authorities had made a grave mistake. The 
office should be located in the center of 
population, and on the north side of the 
city. 

Councilman Billings thought the location 
of the central postoffice by the postal 
authorities unwise, and thought it the duty 
of the board to use every effort in this 
matter, that the people might be better 
served. 

Councilman Dana thought that through 
the passage of the resolve the postal au- 
thorities might see that the location of the 
central postofflce at Newton Centre was in- 
advisable, ami that Newton Centre was not 
the proper place. He spoke of the county 
seats of different counties, which were in 
the geographical center not in the center of 
population, and proved very inconvenient, 
it was the dutv ot the common council, if 
the postal authorities have made a mistake, 
to do everything in its power that they 
might reverse their action. To the United 
States it may not make any difference, but 
to the people of Newton it makes every 
difference. He spoke of the feeling among 
soutliside residents, saying that they were 
as much surprised at the action of the 
postal authorities as those on the north. 
The question had been brought up regard- 
ing the legal right to act. He cited several 
cases in which there had been interference 
by the legislative bodies of Massachusetts, 
lie also spoke of a similar case in Brook- 
line. There was no doubt of the council's 
legal authority in the matter. If the pass- 
age of the resolution had no effect upon the 
decision of the postal authorities it was all 
right. If this attempt proved successful, 
all right. We have done our duty, that is 
all. 

Councilman Had lock thought the entire af- 
faira matter of sentiment. It was a squab- 
ble among villages, and as Newton Centre 
people have won let them keen it. Some 
have said the facilities would be altered. 
This was not so. The mails would come 
and go as at present. The only difference 
would be the carrier system. He hoped 
the resolve would not pass. 

Councilman Nagle said lie had worked in 
the interests of Newtonville. and had been 
told by the inspectors that they would cer- 
tainly recommend Newtonville. He had 
now* good grounds to believe that the 
recommendations of the postofflce inspec

1 had a talk with Representative Pickard

any measure w hich looked to the purchase 
oft lie outfall.

Tho only tiling 
which can be done, apparently, is to get 
tlie rent of the trunk sower on the most 
favorable terms possible, and the prospect 
seems to tie that this must be done through 
tin* bill for a commission to fix tho price to 
l>e charged, to beappointed by tlie court of 
Essex, the member or members not to be 
residents of tlie metropolitan district.

I have been disposed to give to William 
II. Coolidge of your city tho credit of a 
great deal of tho work which has been ac- 
complished in behalf of the policy holders 
of tlie Massachusetts Benefit Association, 
and recent events have confirmed me in 
that opinion, although it is evident tlie 
New ton man does not intend to let the 
public too much into his confidence regard- 
ing w hat he does. Probably his full con- 
nection will never be known, with the in- 
tluenbes which led Insurance Commission- 
er Merrill, who had made a savage on- 
slaught on assessment insurance, an on- 
slaught which led many to believe that it 
was tlie filial blow' to tho company— to re- 
vise his animal report, and issue it in an 
amended form. One thing is known, and 
that is that tlie interview which was pub- 
lished by President Rolker of the company, 
and w’liieh was soon followed by tlie re- 
vised report, was inspired by Director 
Bullivant of Newton, and that tlie latter 
gentleman is a near neighbor and friend of 
Mr. Coolidge. The conspicuous feature in 
tlie interview was the insertion of a por- 
tion of Major Merrill’s testimony hetnre 
tlie Mass. Benefit commission in January, 
where he expressed the opinion that under 
col lect management assessment insurance 
was safe, and that it was proved that there 
was a safe line of premiums below that es- 
tablished by the stock companies because 
of tlie immense surplus of some of the old- 
line companies, one of which he cites as 
having $4o, u 0,000 surplus. The govirmr 
has directed the attention of tlie attorney 
general to tlie latest report of the investi- 
gating commission, and Hon. William A. 
Simmons lias this week come on for a stay 
of some days, in which lie is likely to make 
it interesting for some parties who have 
been complimenting him behind his buck. 

Tlie secretary of the state board of edu- 
cation has transmitted to tlie legislature, 
two bills, drawn by George A. Walton and 
Charles W. Birtwell, embodying the sug- 
gestions of tlie report of last year concern- 
ing school attendance and truancy. An 
important feature i f tlie bill iu relation to 
school attendance is that it increases the 
parental responsibility. Between tlie ages 
of seven and fourteen tlie child must attend 
during tlie entire time tlie school is iu ses- 
sion, and in the case of a child between the 
ages of fourteen and seventeen, w’lio can- 
not read and write legibly the English 
language, and is not regularly engaged in 
some lawful employment or service, the 
rule is the same. The bill goes on to pro- 
vide for a board of seven persons, two of 
whom shull be women, who shall constitute 
the trustees of state parental schools. 
Four of these schools shall be established, 
neitln r at nor near a penal institution, f« r 
tlie instrueth n and training of persons 
committed thereto as habitual truants. 
Tlie trustees may tike for a parental 
school any county truant school or real 
e. tate. These schools shall be subject to 
tlie supervision of tlie stute board of lunacy 
and charity, as well us tlie board of etluca- 
tion. Tlie act goes on to provide a system 
of transfers to state reformatory and in- 
dustrial schools, and for placing out in 
families. It also provides that after 
October of this year tlie county commis- 
sioners shall ceu e to have powers or duties 
in relation to truants or truant schools. 
And there's the rub. Tlie poor county 
commissioners have hud to sutler a good 
deal already, and to take away their truant 
schools til is year! Well, think of it. Think 
of the possibility of tlie closing of Berk- 
shire school, established because the com- 
monwealth, urged on by tlie state board of 
education, insisted that it must be estab- 
lished ; a school having a superintendent 
and matron, and some years an average at- 
tendance of one. Parentul schools are 
probably necessary; tlie county truant 
schools never were. J shall never forget 
tlie scorn with which tlie state board of 
education treated one of tlie finest educa- 
tors of the state, when lie had the temerity 
to come Lcfore the board and insist that 
truancy was a preventable thing. Tlie 
record of this superintendent's own 
schools, in a city where truancy would 
naturally flourish , have proved for years 
that lie was right. Four schools are better 
than one in every county, at any rate. The 
act goes on to treat of numerous features 
iu relation to tlie question, and another act 
takes up child labor. The relation of tlie 
first bill tn those for the establishment of a 
eliiidion’s bureau, as well as thut of county 
administration, is so close, tliut it will be 
surprising if tlie weary legislators do not 
turn it over to tlie next general court. 

The Ixiiilovurd bill will be reported 
favorably by tlie ways und means commit- 
tee, witli tlie appropriation cut from rJ.ono.* 
u hi to .".VX i.OiKi. Messrs. Waite of Medford, 
Thompson of Quincy, and Dean of Mul- 
den, for tlie larger sum. dissent. An ut- 
tempt will be made to substitute tlie origi- 
nal bill. Mann.

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THE SIGHTS OF PARIS. 

THK AMERICAN VISITORS ASCEND THE 
KIFFEI. tower, and VISIT the noted 
CHURCHES, PALACES AND BOUtE- 
VARDS. 

Paris is a oity of singing birds and the 
gayest of flowers; a city of beauty, of 
beauties manifold feminine and neuter, a 
city of grandeur, of elegance, of gumptuosl- 
ties, of magniliconce, the city of the Eiffel 
Tower, the Place de la Concorde, the Arch 
of Triumph, and the Palace of the Louvre, 
each of these four without a rival in the 
world. Its boulevards and parks may be 
paralleled. Well, the Uois de Boulogne, is 
there another? The city is rich in statues, 
in monuments, and monumental fountains. 
It provides liberally for an ont-of-door life 
of its citizens, young and old. It furnishes 
amusement, innocent, and other. It is not 
a Puritan city, if it is a Christian oity. It 
tolerates the exhibition in the windows of 
its linest thoroughfares of indelicacies and 
indecencies which no self-respecting trades- 
man would allow to bo set up in his private 
residence where his wife and daughters 
live. 

When one sees such abominations thrust 
upon his notice all over the city, and sees 
what places of degrading entertainment are 
advertised, and when one remembers that 
it is not long since native Parisians were 
bombarding the city, and burning palaces 
and publfo buildings and desecrating 
churches, and murdering innocent priests, 
ami nulling down columns that told of the 
glories of France— one can but ask himself 
whether Paris is really civilized. Is the idea 
of Egalite, Liberalite, Fraternite realized 
to any great extent. It is said to be more 
decent than it was— that the day of “La 
Mabille” has passed. 

The University, old, famous, rich, is 
here, its faculties filled with men of dis- 
tinguished ability, and students llock to it 
from various quarters. The National li- 
brary is here, the largest library in the 
world, having 3,000,000 books, 150,000 man- 
uscripts, 300,000 maps ami plans, and over 
1 , 000,000 engravings. There are abundant 
facilities for getting an education in its ex- 
cellent lyceums, ami other schools. The 
many newspapers have many readers. In 
no place have I seen so many men reading 
papers as they walk the streets, two or 
more together, oblivious of other people, 
often obliginggontlemen and ladies to leave 
the sidewalk in order o pass them. There 
are news stands all about and almost in 
touch with one another. Ilook stores are 
numerous. Along the quays, on both sides 
of the river, on the parapets, are lines of 
boxes of books, ami pamphlets, mostly 
second hand, lines miles long, I should 
judge from the length I have passed. Hut, 
well, one may retort by asking is New 
York civilized? or Boston? or Chicago? 
If comparison bo made of native popula- 
tions. the advantage will umlcmbtedly lie 
with the American cities. 

One funeral custom here has interested 
me. Seeing men about me on the side- 
walk. men before me, men on omnibuses, 
cab-drivers and teamsters, all lifting their 
hats, and holding them for a moment, I 
looked for the cause. A funeral proces- 
sion was passing, ami hats were reverently 
removed while the hearse was going bv. 
It was reverence in the presence of the 
majesty of death. As far as my eyes could 
follow the procession, 1 saw along succes- 
sive squares, all hats come off. I have 
seen several funerals since, and have found 
that the custom is universal. The hearse, 
in every case, that has come under my 
notice, has been covered, loaded, above 
and around, with wreaths of (lowers. 

We were all present one Sunday in the 
Church of St. Roch, when a funeral service 
was held there. For the first time we saw 
heavy hangings of black cloth outside, be- 
tween the two door ways, and within, quite 
around the nave, the hangings extended ir> 
or 20 feet in height, and were looped with 
white cord, and were edged with white 
trimmings. Above these ran a band, wide, 
white edged, and with the letter N, white 
and surrounded by a white wreath, repeat- 
ed every 3 or 4 yards. The letter was said 
to be the initial of the name of the de- 
ceased, and t‘ie heavy drapery denoted a 
person of high rank. 

( >f the Eiffel Tower It was said generally : 
“It cannot be built. Engineering skill is 
not equal to the execution of so stupendous, 
so wild a project." Much planning has 
made the engineer mad. It is engineerini . 
science run wild. Haris can have no part 
in such ^ scheme lest our exposition be in- 
jured by the failure sure to wait upon the 
attempt. In like manner wise engineers 
talked about the Ferris wheel. Hut the 
Ferris wheel was made and was a triumph 
of skill. 

Jjo with the Eiffel Tower. This loftiest 
monument in the world was built by Eiffel 
in a little less than two years. It is a mar- 
velous specimen of the scientific precision 
of modern engineering. Eiffel mude no 
nobler monument. 

This tower, standing “four square to all 
the winds that blow,” rising to tin; height 
of over ‘.wo feet, has a base of about 2 1-2 
acres, the sides of the square being a bit 
over 110 yards The feet of its four mighty 
arches, which are nearly 200 feet hbdi, are 
bedded in “sunless pillars” sunk deep in 
the earth, concrete being made the bed of 
the four massive foundation pieces of 
masonry. 85 feet thick. An extraordinary 
structure of interlaced iron work is built 
upon those arches, and rises high above 
them, its sides lessening gradually as it 
rises— tlio whole as graceful as a fairy 
creation. The first platform resting on the 
lofty arches, has an area of about 5soo 
square yards. Here are restaurants and 
other places to attract visitors. The second 
platform, 380 feet above the eurth, is 32 
yards square. On this is a glass-covered 
hull, also the reservoir of the hydraulic 
lifts. At the height of (J80 feet is a kind of 
platform, the meeting idace of ascending 
and descending cars. The third platform 
is 004 feet iron! the ground and is at the 
foot of the double lantern which termin' 


and Russian armies. It played an Import- 
ant part in the sieges of 1870-1871. 

M arch 25. 

It Is carnival day, “Mi-Careme.” Uni- 
versity students ami laundry maids unite to 
celebrate the day, carnival fashion, by a 
grotesque procession. I’aris shops are 
closed at midday and laborers cease from 
their labors for the afternoon, and “all 
hands” turn out to see the sight and throw 
confetti and serpentins. The serpentlns 
are long narrow streamers, wound up. like 
tape, blue, yellow, pink, rod, green, and 
thrown from above and below upon the 
procession as it passes through the streets. 
The confetti are not like those at Nice, 
made of earth Into pellets, but small round 
bits of tissue paper, such as fall from a 
conductor’s punch, and of all colors. These 
also are thrown by whosoever has a bag 
full, at will. They come and go In showers 
and lodge on hats of men and women, in 
the hair, on coats and shawls, making (me 
a motley show. 

We will join the sidewalk crowd. 

The procession was long and marched 
about th i ee hours. I will not try to aid 
your imagination in picturing the masks 
and dominoes, and grotesque turnouts, or 
the gorgeous chariot of the “Queen of 
Queens.” You know what young men can 
do in such lines. All along tho line citizens 
thronged tho sidewalks in thousands; 
streamers were thrown from house tons 
nnd balconies, and fluttered in the wind till 
caught by trees, or the procession Show- 
ers of confetti fell upon every body and 
littered street and sidewalk. The students 
continued their celebration in the Latin 
quarter far into the night, and so the car- 
nival came to an end. 

Note. Tho queen of queens isthe laundry 
maid, who is voted by the others to bo tho 
most beautiful. She has some perquisites 
besides the honor. 

Strolling about this morning I found the 
little streams in the gutters running, 
sprinkled with confetti. Drifts of them lay 
lay against the walls along the walks. The 
streets were spotted with them. Now and 
then a light air would pick them up with 
delicate touch and roll them on their edges 
like tiny wheels. Somebody must have 
thrown some. They were everywhere, and 
being swept into heaps to be carted away. 

And the serpentin streamers? Well, they 
were wound around and around in many a 
tree top, thick as the “tangles of Nealra’s 
hair,” lingering mementoes of the Mi- 
Careme. 

The weather was just right for a pro- 
tracted walk, and 1 continued to stroll. I 
went across the Place de la Concorde, past 
the Luxor Obelisk, which stands where the 
guillotine once stood and beheaded king or 
queen and nearly :«hx) besides, including 
some who in their day of power had sent 
others there for execution ; past that place 
of such horrible associations into the 
“Champs Elysees.” Elyslan fields indeed 
they seemed, plants bursting from bud into 
blossom ; feathery fountains dissolving into 
spray ; jets of water leaping high in slender 
columns and falling in showers sparkling 
in the sun ; myriad trees in the beauty of 
their fresh verdure, vocal with the laughter 
of merry children, and the song of birds; 
life and joy on every hand. 

I walked through this Elysium and up 
the gentle slope of the avenue to tho great 
Arch of Triumph, the largest triumphal 
nrch in existence. Napoleon began it in 
180(3 and Louis Rhillipe completed it in 183d, 
at a cost of §2,000,000. It is named “Arc 
de Trlumplie de 1* Etoile,” because stand- 
ing in the center of a circle from which 
radiate twelve fine avenues. Ilaviug a 
height of 100 feet, and standing on slightly 
elevated ground, it can be seen from almost 
every part of the city. There is a high 
archway through it from east to west, and 
a lower transverse arch. Four groups of 
statuary, two on each front, carved in high 
relief and gigantic proportions; tablets of 
bronze above them ; and a bronze frieze 
around the arch ; all represent scenes and 
events in Napoleon’s career, except one of 
the groups of statuary, in which an ox and 
one or two other things were supposed to 
express the blessings of peace. Within, on 
the faces of the columns are engraved hun- 
dreds of names of men and places made 
memorable. The view from the top is said 
to be line, but I had been to the top of the 
Eiffel Tower, and a lesser height had no 
charms for me. 

Retracing my steps down the avenue of 
the Champ Elysees, 1 noticed a street on 
my left, bearing the name of Washington. 
A loving regard for the man led me to fol- 
low the street to the end, tip hill and down. 
It connects two great avenues. I returned 
to the one 1 hud left, crossed it, and came 
to Rue Lincoln, a street straight ami plain, 
like Lincoln, but unlike him, short. I 
knew that Lincoln would not lead an 
American astray, and I took it. At the 
end, or near it, l saw as I looked up and 
away, the dome beneath which rests the 
ashes once unresting, of Napoleon, whose 
career followed hard upon that of Wash- 
ington. Napoleon, Washington, Lincoln, 
Napoleon again, I would visit his tomb. 
Crossing the Seine at tho bridge “L’Alma” 
and threading various streets, I soon came 
to the Hotel des Invulides, behind which 
is the chapel, or church of the Invulides. 
The church consists of two parts, the 
Church of St. Louis, which is adorned with 
Hags and trophies, captured chietlv in 
Algeria, and the Dome, built in 1708. i'liis 
structure ls*u square pile surmounted by a 
circular tower, with a lofty dome and 
twelve windows. 

A soldier, who hud fought and been 
wounded under Napoleon 111, ithe Little, 
as the soldier said,) I took for a guide. He 
could not speak English, but with now 
and then a check on his volubility, lie 
spoke French that 1 could understand, 
lie took me first through the chapel, which 
contains much of interest, and then uround 
to the Dome and the Tomb. On the right 
in a side chapel is the sarcophagus of 
Joseph Honuparte, and opposite is that of 
Jerome Bonaparte. 

Directly beneath the lofty dome is a cir- 
cular crypt, 38 feet In diameter and 20 feet 
deep. Its walls ure of polished granite, 
topped with polished white marble. A 


have a bedraggled look, ns belles stripped | 
of their gorgeous apparel, and wearing nut 
the tattered shreds of their borrowed 
finery. 

I have walked today about tho place 
where once stood tho Bastille, a castle 1 
built in 1371 83, and left standing, when the 
boulovards were leveled In 1070. It was 
destroyed, as everybody knows, in 1 7H*», 
July Mtli, at the beginning of tho French 
Revolution. The place Is now adorned by 
a magnificent column, called tho “Column 
of July.” It was erected in 1831-40, In 
honor of the heroes, who fell in the Revo- 
lution of 1830. It is 154 feet high, and it 
rests on a massive round substructure of 
white marble, originally intended for a 
large fountain. On this is a square base, 
on each side of which are bronze medal- 
lions. Upon this base is the pedestal of 
the column. On the west side of the pedes- 
tal is a bronze lion in relief, symbolizing 
July. On tho east side are the armorial 
bearings of the city, and the decrees, with 
their dates, ordering the erection of the 
column ami its location on the place of the 
Bastille. On the north and south sides are 
the dates of the contlicts in which the 
heroes fell. At each of the four corners is 
the Gallic cork bidding a garland. The 
column is of bronze, 13 feet in thickness 
Four bands divide it into live sections, on 
which are the names of the fallen, (115 in 
number. A sort of lantern is on the capi- 
tol crowned with the Genius of Liberty 
standing on a globe. The remains of the 
fallen lie in sarcophagi down in the vaults. 
Had I known what I now know, I should 
have gone to the tomb of La Fagotto. I 
went to the Cemetery Here Laclialse, of 
which a few words later.

Of course we went to 
top, trying neither the stairway nor our en- 
durance. < hie can go afoot the whole way, 
17R2 steps, if he chooses. Afoot or alift 
fare is the sume however, (4 francs), and 
tile lift is chosen.

Single Tax Class & Club. 

This club held its 28th regular me ding 
last Monday evening, at 2:K) Bellevue street- j 
After the reading of the records, attention j 
was called to the interest aroused by tho 
banquet to the Labor Organizations by the 
Mass. Single Tax League, on April 27, 
with an address by Father Edward Me- | 
Glynn. The Boston Herald gave a five | 
column report and an editorial. The Ad- 
vertiser devoted two able editorial leaders 
to the subject. 

The Labor Unions have appointed a 
meeting for further questions and discus- 
sion. The Labor Leader gives a long edi- 
torial and a column letter questioning the 
first principles. 

The following comment was offered on 
two points in Mr. Thrasher’s paper, given 
at the meeting of April 12: 

Our able opponent says of Henry George, 
“I do not know that lie posed as an in- 
fallible prophet on all things that are to be. 
Certainly he did not meet with quite the 
success that could have been hoped for by 
a man of his great genius and remarkable 
knowledge, when he attempted to foretell 
what the result of last full’s free silver 
agitation would be.” 

In answer to the above it may be said, 
Henry George espoused Bryan but express- 
ly disclaimed free silver. What he did es- 
pouse was the protest that was “beneath 
the silver question.” He knew that silver 
was not the issue; subsequent events have 
already proven this. Anti-silver eats’ paws 
were used to pull other chestnuts out of 
the lire. , , , . 

Henry George voted to try and bring a 
Great Republic to its senses. Ills predic- 
tion was a few thousand votes wide of the 
mark. If the country does not sober off 
before l'.KXJ, no prediction of his will be j 
necessary. Let us hope that the issue will i 
then be not free silver but “equal natural i 
opportunities for all and special privileges J 
for none.” 

Again our opponent, refers also to the | 
settler in the wilderness, around whom 
springs up a thriving city, making his land 
very valuable. “Is not that man,” he asks, I 
“entitled to his land and to any benefits I 
that may have accrued to him by reason of j 
the presence of the community?” Tho 
single tax answer to this question is— It is t 
the party who has paid the money that is 1 
entitled to the benefit. Every dollar of 
value that city land possesses has been i 
paid for by the community out of its public ; 
savings, (’taxes) and its private savings , 
(improvements) and belongs to the com- 
munity as the creator— the producer of that 
value. The private appropriation of the 
ground rent without payment therefor to 
the producer, that is the robbery, that is 
the confiscation. Purchase does not give 
title. Your deed conveys to you only such 
right as tho previous holder possessed and 
no more. The further back you trace the 
title the more apparent becomes its in- 
validity.

edifying spectacle. Of course the guilty 
ones do not wish their names published, 


faces of the road being worn down to the 
stones that compose the under layer, the re- 
sult being an uneven surface. But the 
policy followed under our present form of 
city government could not be expected to 
produce good results. We have a new 
highway committee every year, whose 
members are especially interested in their 
own particular streets, and the result is 
that these are put in fine condition, and 
the appropriation exhausted before atten- 
tion can be given to general work. There 
is no comprehensive policy followed year 
after year, as would be the case were the 
management of our roads put in charge of a 
permanent official, who would attend first 
to the main thoroughfares, and later to the 
side streets, if the money held out. Under 
the new cliarter, it is expected that all this 
will be changed, and our main roads be- 
come again what they were some fifteen 
years ago, when Newton was said to have 
the finest roads in the state. We have of 
late years been following the plan of the 
State Highway commission and putting 
down “object lessons" here and there, of 
no particular use to auy one. 

It should also be remembered that the 
-educatioatef the people in the matter of 
roads has taken Jgreat strides since every 
•one rides a bicycle, and what were once 
considered fine roads would hardly pass 
muster today. People have become very 
critical, and nothing less than perfection 
will pass master. 

Washington street is of course in a 
terrible condition, and as that is more 
patronized than any other thoroughfare, 
many judge Newton roads by that. It 
must be confessed, however, that wheel-

NEW STREET RAILWAY. 

KXTKNIsmn of NEWTON A BOUTON LINE 
FKOM t'I'I'EB FALLS TO NEEDHAM 
HHIMALLY OPENED WEDNESDAY EVEN- 
ING— ( El. EBBATION BY BOTH l*LA« h** — 
BAXqi'ET AND BE< El’TloN To T11E 
OtTFHTA BY NEEDHAM TOWN OFFICIALS 
CAIlS I’ A THIIoroil BLAZE OF LIGHT 
AND A HE <• MEET ED WITH CllgRRfe. 

The old town of Needham was eti fete 
Wednesday evening in celebration of the 
opening of the new line of the Newton A 
Boston street railway company, which ( 
gives the town direct street railway con- 
nection with Newton Upper Kalis, and 
through l pper Falls with Newtonville, j 
Watertown and Boston. Nearly the entire 
population turned outtonssist in express- 
ing the town's gratification over the forma- 
tion of this new link with its sister munlci- i 
pal it y. 

The lirst <ars were run over the road | 
from Newtonville to Needham Plains at 7 
o’clock. Three brilliantly Illuminated 
cars, loaded with the officials of the road, 
representatives of the city government of 
Newton and prominent citizens, left the 
Newtonville terminus of the line en route 
for Needham. The first car contained tin: 
Boston city bund, which materially assisted 
in the celebration. 

The city of Newton and the railroad 
company was represented by Mayor Cobb, 
Aldermen White and Downs, Cotincilrnen 
Davis, Dana, Niles, Chesley and Potter, 
City Clerk Isaac F. Kingsbury, City 
Treasurers. A. Randlett, Superintendent 
Ross of the highway department and City 
Almoner S. i>. Whitney, Directors J. W. 
French, II. F. Rosp, James L. Richards, W. 
F. Hammett. 

Upper Falls was all ablaze with colored 
lights as tiie car passed through the village, 
and from the Needham line to the terminus 
at the railroad crossing at Needham Plains 
every house along the line was aglow w ith 
lights and colored fires were burned. En- 
thusiastic crowds greeted the passage of 
the special ears with pi 11 *

town hull, where they were received by a 
committee of Needham citizens, consisting 
of Edgar II. Bowers, Levi Ladd. William 
Carter, Fred Fuller, George A. Adams, 
John J. Whitten, Harmon J. Matliey, 
Judge Grover, Aaron Twigg and members 
of the Novelty Bicycle Club. 

Chairman Bowers, in a brief speech, in- 
troduced Judge Grover, who welcomed the 
company in behalf of the town. He was 
followed by Mayor II. E. Cobb, Col. Horace 
B. Parker of the Newton A Boston Street 
Railway, Adams D. Clatlin of the Com- 
monwealth Avenue Street Railway, A. W. 
Newell and Fred Newell, who congratu- 
lated the town on the opening of the new 
road. A collation and concert followed the 
speeches. 

The opening of this street railway line 
marks the consummation of unremitting 
effort on the part of the citizens of Need- 
hum, who for several years have been en- 
deavoring to obtain better transit facilities 
than those afforded by the Woonsocket 
branch of the New England railroad. Two 
companies formed for the construction of 
the road collapsed before the Newton & 
Boston company took hold mid carried the 
project to a successful termination. By 
those interested in the progress of Need- 
hum the opening of this line is looked upon 
as marking a new era in its develop- 
ment. 

The Neeffham line is an extension of the 
Newtonville mid Upper Falls road of the 
Newton A Boston. From the old terminus 
of the road at Newton Upper Falls the 
tracks have been extended four miles 
through Summer, Chestnut and Eliot 
streets to Central avenue, Needham, mid 
thence tnrough HighlandviUe to the Need- 
ham station. 

The road is solidly constructed with the 
newest pattern of steel rails. Sixty foot 
rails, carefully bonded with copper, have 
been used and the latest devices in electric 
wiring have been udopted. The road was 
constructed by Arthur Hodges and the 
wiring was done by N. K. Keiulall. The 
entire work was accomplished several days 
in advance of the contract limit. 

Regular trips have begun on 20 minute 
time, mid the company proposes to make 
direct connections with all the other New- 
ton lines. Eventually, after the grade 
crossing at Walnut street, Newtonville, has 
been abolished, cars will be run from Need- 
ham direct through Nonantum and Water- 
town to tiie Brighton line at the urseiml 
bridge at Watertown.

The Associated Charities of Newton has 
added to its relief organizations, a garden 
department in Nonautum. Last year it 
was a great success on a small scale. This 
year, the area will be doubled, aud u larger 
number of people who ure out of work will 
have an opportunity to cultivate an eighth 
of un acre each ; forty lots, more or less, 
having been secured aud prepared by 
ploughing aud fertilizing. 

It is no longer an experiment. Last sea- 
son, about $54 was expended und tlie 
products netted a value of $4*23.77, by care- 
ful estimate, for tlie benefit, in gurden pro- 
duce. of 01) men, women and children in tlie 
families that raised their own vegetables 
from the land. 

Implements are provided for those who 
do not own them ; seeds, potatoes for seed, 
and phosphutes are furnished, gratis. Tho 
work is under the constant and skilful 
supervision of Rev. Daniel Greene und Mr. j 
George \V. Billings, who live in tlie neigh- !

The enlargement of this department is 
called for ut this time, in view of the con- 
tinued lack of work in the Nouantuin 1 
Mills. 

The expense is estimated ut $200, which 
it is expected will yield eightfold in tho 
harvest. Aud us the Association has no 
funds properly belonging to this depart- 
ment, it looks to the ever ready, opeu- 
huuded people of Newton, to furnish the 
money.

Mr. George P. Bullard asked for informa- 
tion on the henring which followed in re- 
gard to the telephole company’s petition for 
permission to erect conduits and poles on 
Temple street.

Alderman Downs seconded tiie amend- 
ment, saying that every north side member 
would be satisfied so long as tiie postofflee 
was on the north side, no matter where. 
Wherever placed on the north side it was 
more centrally located then the south. 

Alderman White read an editorial from 
the Boston Advertiser, condemning the 
action of tiie common council. This, he 
said, had been sent, perhaps, by Alderman 
Downs. During his reading of the article 
there was frequent laughter. 

Mayor Cobb stated tiie amendment read, 
“if the postofflee location was changed at 
all it should be located at Newtonville.” 

Alderman Baily said I am glad to add to 
the stock of local geographical and histori- 
cal knowledge which every man, woman 
and child in the city lias been accumulating 
during the six weeks of this controversy. It 
is interesting to note that the longest possi- 
Dle straight line which .7111 be drawn from 
north to south in Newton will cross a 
similar line drawn from east to west at the 
Mason school house in Newton Centre. The 
exact geographical center computed with 
mathematical instruments is at the corner 
of Walnut ami Homer streets, a point WOO 
feet further from tiie square at Newton- 
ville, meaning that elongated rectangular 
parallelogram, which passes for a square, 
than from Newton Centre. There is 110 
sectionalism about my remarks.

We 
spend $ 80,000 u year on our streets without 
a single permanent improvement, and yet 
we talk about postofliues. When so far as 
any permanent improvements are con- 
cerned we might as well throw our $ 80, 000 
into any one of our ko.ouo mudholes. If 
mu brilliant conversationalists would work 
for local improvements instead of wasting 
their eloquence on the desert air in Wash- 
ington we would have such a system of 
purks and boulevards that it would make 
110 difference where the central office was 
located, whether in Lower Fullsor Brighton 
corner, it would e so easy to get there 011 
foot or on our bicycles. 

Alderman Downs said that tiie geograph- 
ical center was not the spot to be chosen, 
but the center of population. Tiie business 
of the citv would be best accommodated by 
u central postofflee on the north side. 

A discussion followed when Alderman 
White stated that bis amendment should 
read ”if the location must he changed it 
should be placed at Newtonville ’ 

Alderman Downs said lie should decline 
to second such un amendment. This, he 
understood, was not the original motion. 

There was a further discussion and the 
ameudiiieut was withdrawn by Alderman 
White. 

The resolve was then voted upon and 
adopted hi' a vote of 4 to 2.

[Special Legislative Correspondence.] 

Beacon Hill, May iff. 1897. 

1 have heard no one mention prorogation 
In May for two or three days. The favor- 
ite date now set is June 10, which would 
be on Thursday. It is likely to he in the 
vicinity of such a date, unless the elevated 
bills should go through with more smooth- 
ness than is likely to be the case. 

The elevnted bills are dually out of the 
committee, and with a remarkably small 
number of dissenters considering the im- 
portance of the situation. Mr. Pickard 
was a dissenter on neither the Boston Ele- 
vated nor the Boynton report. His feeling 
is tlint the people are demanding these 
bills, and that it is his duty as a committee 
man to see that they get the best bills 
possible. The fight is coining on the ques- 
tion of whether the 30-year tenure is prop- 
erly guarded. The majority of the com- 
mittees which jointly reported the measure 
believe that it is. The whole point is that 
the capitalists, who are to put the money 
into the enterprise, desire to guard them- 
selves against “strike” legislation. That 
is, they are ready to accede to a legitimate 
demand brought through the railroad com- 
missioners for lowered fares, if they are 
making 8 per cent, on their investment, but 
they do not want bills put In every year 
from now on to secure lower fares by 
parties who are not working in the interest 
of the public, but seeking their own ends. 
There was a very definite rumor last week 
that a pool was being formed in those two 
committees— metropolitan affairs and street 
railways— to see what could be done by 
holding out against a report. Ten men 
were said to be in it, and their names were 
given. Ten men out of thirty could do 
nothing, and either they were maligned or 
thought better, for nothing like that num- 
ber dissented. Most of the dissenters had 
a reason which was pretty well understood 
for their action. When a man clearly 
states the point at issue which leads him 
to hesitate, his motives cannot be ques- 
tioned; but when a man who is not a 
lawyer, an engineer nor a financier dissents 
on general principles, the misanthropic 
public despairs of him, and usually thinks 
lie would be more useful as a ward striker 
than on Beacon Hill. One man dissented 
who personally told, me within five hours 
of the time of taking the vote that he be- 
lieved the committee would be unanimous 
and that it ought to be. 

The committees have treated Mr. Boyn- 
ton pretty well, excepting that they have 
saddled a $300,000 forfeit upon him, which 
is a sum equal to that put on the Boston 
elevated people. Whether a forfeit as 
large as that should properly be put on a. 
road which the committee will notallow 
to come any farther into Boston than the 
Quincy line is an open question with some 
people, but the most important service that 
is done tiie cause of rapid transit by the 
Boynton system is to permit the owners to 
purchase existing franchises or to lease 
their system to lines now or hereafter tc\ 
be built. The honest belief of many people 
is that if the Boynton incorporators build 
that Fall Itiver road, they can put their 
system on the Boston elevated and almost 
anywhere else, and get any extensions of 
their line that they please. 

By a vote of 8<; to 1(H) the members of the 
house have decided that trusts and monopo- 
lies shall continue to do their nefarious 
work for another year, unliarassed by a re- 
cess committee. The order for a joint 
committee was in the senate lute last week, 
and was freely debated by the members. 
It was then pointed out, by Senator Har- 
wood, if my memory serves me, that with 
the legislature adjourned, it would be im- 
possiule for the committee to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, and that those de- 
sired would never come of their own ac- 
cord. Should witnesses refuse to come 
during the session, they could be brought 
before the bar of the house, and punished 
for contempt. I have no doubt that this 
situation will be met early next year by an 
order for an investigating committee to sit 
during the session, and such an order 
w >uld be easily adopted. The mercantile 
affairs committee tried the experiment of 
hearing this subject this year, ami though 
there were few lawyers who were ingenu- 
ous enough to appear as representing a 
trust— Sani Bowers of the telephone cor- 
poration wus there, 1 think— the facts and 
figures concerning the rubber trust as given 
by ex-Treasurer Juquith of the Bryan- 
Sewall-Williams club, who lives in Welles- 
ley, staggered the members. After many 
weary days trying to get into the marrow 
of the subject from an ex-purte standpoint, 
the committee gave it up in despair, and 
referred the whole matter over to the next 
generul court. 

The Hudson Kiver and Berkshire bill, 
which was rejected by the sub-committee 
of which {Senator Harwood wus a member, 
has been substituted for adverse report in 
the house by a practically unanimous vote, 
Mr. .Stanley of New Bedford being the 
only dissenter, and will doubtless reach the 
senate. The substitution of the bill was 
intended as a direct rebuke to the senate 
for refusing to admit the petition for a 
Massachusetts charter, and some believe 
the upper branch will now swallow its 
medicine and enact the bill. 1 do not think 
so. Every reason which led certain sena- 
tors to vote no on the petition will control 
their action on this bill, and in addition, 
unless it is very much changed, Senator 
Hurwood will not vote for it, and if lie does 
not vote, ho will give Ills reusons in a way 
which will be likely to carry other votes 
thun his own. He takes Mr. Stanley’s 
view of the matter, and believes this to bo 
a bad bill. But it should be remembered 
that Mr. Harwood believes in letting Berk- 
shire people have a road, and therefore 
that if a right way can be found out of the 
dilemma he is likely to take it. 

For many weeks the bill lias reposed in 
the bunds of the committee on ways and 
means, and 1 feared it meant foul play. I 
had good reason for thinking the committee 
unfriendly, and that if it finally reported 
favorably it would only be because of the 
pressure from influential sources which it 
could not resist. Both finance committees 
this year are faithful guurdiaus of the 
treasury, but members of other committees 
which hear subjects afterwards submitted 
to these bodies, feel tliat they are arrogat- 
ing to themselves powers which hardly be- 
long to them. That the members are con- 
scientious is true, but whether the general 
merits of a question or simuly its financial 
bearing ure proper subjects of considera- 
tion by these ways and means committees, 
is a subject not yet fully determined. That 
Speaker Meyer, in formulating his famous 
design for u ways and means committee, ill- 
tended to give it almost unlimited power, is 
certain, but the senate never fully agreed 
with his rule, und the whole question was 
linullv left unsolved. 1 think next year 
will see an attempt made to solve it. Mean- 
while. many a measure of merit has fullcn 
a victim to the foul destroyer. For the 
sake of Boston’s prosperity 1 hope the 
dock bill will not keep the others company. 

Yesterday morning the house committee 
voted to report the bill favorubly, though 
Mr. Lowell, its chairman, dissented from 
the proposition to buy 8100,000 worth of 
land at Jell lies’ Bolnt, East Boston, and 
Sir Lawrence of Groton, on both that ami 
the $600,000 dock at South; Boston, on the 


ground tlmt it should be a municipal and 
not a state enterprise. 

There arc Indications that the legislature 
will take measures to insure the presence 
of tiie Frigate Constitution in Boston Har- 
bor for many years to come, On Monday a 
henring was given on a bill introduced by 
Senator Boo of Worcester, for the celebra- 
tion of tiie centennial of the launching of 
the boat tiie coming fall. Secretary Long 
has given his word tlmt the boat can he on 
hand, unless there is some delay in repair- 
ing liei upper works so tlmt she can make 
tiie trip to Boston from Portsmouth. The 
design is to lmvo tiie vessel towed to Bos- 
ton in charge of volunteers from the naval 
brigade, and then to have an exhibition 
where the public can go aboard and ex- 
amine her, exercises being meanwhile held 
on shore, in which the President of the 
United States shall participate, and some- 
body who has the requisite knowlege shall 
not only tell the story of the frigate, but 
recount the glories of tiie American navy 
in earlier times. At the hearing Bev. Ed- 
ward Everett Halo pointed out the interest- 
ing fact tlmt there were more men in the 
American navy during the Revolutionary 
war than were under the command of 
Washington, excepting perhaps for six 
weeks of the war. He also said that these 
naval vessels and privateers took an aver- 
age of two British merchantmen a day dur- 
ing the whole period of seven years, and 
that wlmt closed the struggle was not tiie 
surrender of Burgoynu at Saratoga, or of 
Cornwallis at Yorktown, but because the 
English merchants had become tired of 
losing so many vessels to Massachusetts 
privateers. If the Constitution is once 
more anchored in Boston Harbor, Senator 
Boe says Boston will not show herself 
smart to let go again. 

Mr. Hayward’s committee was once more 
vindicated on Monday, when the senate ac- 
cepted its adverse report on a bill to incor- 
porate tli,e Bankers’ and Brokers’ trust 
company. 

Senator Harwood was heard early in tiie 
week in favor of a bill to provide tlmt 
street railways should pay l. r » per cent, of 
tiie cost of separating grade crossings 
where their lines crossed steam roads. He 
believed it an equitable measure, and 
pointed out that while it was argued that 
electric roads were not always paying ven- 
tures, it was likewise true that some steam 
railroads did not pay, but they were com- 
pelled to pay their share of tiie expense of 
grade separations, nevertheless. The bill 
was defeated after tiie president had ruled 
out an amendment to give the roads so 
separated permanent locations in relation 
to the pluces where the separations occur, 
it appears tlmt while Mr. Bishop ami his 
associates of tiie railroad commission 
favored the bid in their annual report, they 
forgot to mention the point of permanent 
franchises as a compensation. It is in line 
with their views on tiie general subject of 
restrictions and demands on street railways 
with compensating concessions, as put 
forth in former years, and doubtless tiie 
subject will be covered in some way next 
year. 

City Solicitors Slocum of Newton and 
Bailey of Boston, with Counsel Williams 
of Brookline, are „ in consultation on the 
sewer rental matter. If they make a trade, 
all bills will be equaled. I understand 
from Mr. Pickard that they will trade all 
right. 

The senate ways and means committee 
has voted ought to pass on tiie Bunks’ 
$20,000 statue bill. 

Air. Pickard will entertain tiie committee 
on Metropolitan affairs and his seat-mates 
at the Woodland Park Hotel on Thursday 
evening. They leave Boston in electrics at 
5 and return at 1). 

By a vote of 88 yeas to GO nays tiie house 
yesterday restored the $1.000, (XH) appropria- 
tion for metropolitan boulevards— tiie ways 
and means committee hearing cut it to 
$500,000. The bill went to a third reading. 
The Messrs. Sanderson of Lynn und Pick- 
ard of Newton had a duel on the $300,000 
appropriation for general park purposes, 
Mr. Pickard favoring the bill, which went 
to a third reading, 105 to -14. Air. Pickard 
was happy, of course. 

Senator Harwood got into a melee on the 
caucus codification, lie favoring tiie new 
legislation therein, from his experience as 
one of last year’s recess caucus committee.

Nonantum and Bemis Line Opened. 

Tiie Newton street railway opened its 
branch line, running from Waltham 
through Bemis und Nonantum to Newton, 
last Saturday afternoon. The start was 
made from the Washington street car 
house at 3 o'clock. Two cars followed the 
regular car to Alain street, Waltham, and 
then passed over the new line. 

Superintendent F. G. L. Henderson hud 
charge of the first car, which contained 
President Wlnthrop B. Collin, Treasurer C. 
W. Smith, Asst. Superintendent W. II. 
Green of tiie Newton street railway, Air. 
William II. Alague of West Newton, in- 
spector of wires Pownell of Waltham. Air. 
Thomas Schute, Air. Bemis, Air. George 
Hudson of Newton and several Wulthum 
und Newton newspaper men. Tiie second 
car contained muny children, who boarded 
it us it passed along. 

Tiie new line begins at tiie corner of 
.Moody und Alain streets, Waltham, und 
pusses through Aluin, Newton, Biver, 
Pleasant, Bemis, California, Chapel, 
Watertown, Adams and Washington street 
to the square ut Newton. Thohgh tiie trial 
trip was made in ubout half an hour the 
regular running time will be 27 minutes. 
The tracks have been in the process of con- 
struction since April first. They are built 
mainly of nine inch girder rails, Go feet in 
length. The roadbed is solidly puved. It 
is the work of Mr. W. II. Alague und his 
force of men, and is u finished piece of 
work in every detail. Tills was clearly 
shown by the smoothness with wliioli the 
first curs passed along. Tiie overhead 
work is also of tiie standard Wait End 
construction pattern, and therefore is of 
tiie best equipment. 

This new line, opening as it does that 
which was previously an almost inaccess- 
able part of botli cities, will certainly 
prove a great convenience to the residents 
of these districts. In addition to this it 
provides a much shorter trip from either 
city. The new road passes the uleacliery, 
Davis A Furnum's foundry, Bieuclicry 
depot, Bemis depot. .Ktnu Mills und tiie 
Nonuiitum Worsted Mills.

The Life of Luther. 

.Miss Alice C. Jennings of Auburudale, 
who is tiie guest of her nephew, I’rof. 
Parker, of Yale University, describes a 
representation of the life of Luther given 
in the "Hyperion” in New Haven last 
week. 

The stereopticon views were fine, but 
they paled before the splendid allegorical 
processions and the gorgeous Diet of 
Worms. 

The two parts of a procession advanced 
from opposite sides meeting and moving 
together to the front. In this way a group 
of German peasants with dresses of all 
lovely colors marched and counter mnrehed, ' 
eaoli lady’s costume corresponding in color , 
with that of the gentleman with whom she ■ 
walked, until the whole stage looked like a ' 
circle of moving rainbows. Next came the 
German States from the left and the 
American from the right, the former j 
represented by gentlemen wearing the 
national colors and the latter by ladies in 
white with red uiul blue streamers Hunting 
from their belts. Tiie evolutions of this 
company, up and down and around and 
across, was perfectly bewildering. 

Those college boys must be splendidly 
disciplined to represent German soldiers so 
well. When the curtain rose for tiie Diet of 
Worms, we saw only tiie Emperor’s throne 
and the guard in black and silver uniforms. 
But gradually the stage tilled. Two more 
companies of soldiers, one In gray the other 
In scarlet, filed in. Then came the cardi- 
nals in their red cloaks and towering hats, 
the elector of Brandenburg. The good 
elector, as he is called in the Cottu family, 
und various other grandees, whoso rich 
costumes were an exhibition In themselves. 

Now came a pause of expectation, and 
then, between two rows of courtiers with 
bent knees and outstretched hands, the 
Emperor, in a gorgeous robe of gold trim- 
med ruby velvet with imperial crown and 
sceptre, advanced slowly to the throne and 
took bis seat. I was greatly impressed, 
notwithstanding my republican principles. 
The Emperor waved his sceptre. The pros- 
trated courtiers arose, and two soldiers 
were dispatched to bring in Luther. In be 
came, witli Alelancthon and tiie rest, a 
strange contrast is on their black garb to tiie 
brilliancy around. They made a suitable 
obeisance to the Emperor who at once 
opened the trial by questioning Luther. 
Ile responded firmly and respectfully, but 
meeting with opposition from tiie cardinal, 
a heated discussion followed. I must say 
it was a good example of sixteenth century 
polemics whichever side one takes. It was 
impossible not to admire the figure of 
Luther, and when he slowly advanced to 
the front of the stage and pfonounced those 
closing words which have echoed down tiie 
cen tries: “There stand I, I can do no 
other, God help me, Amen,” tiie silence 
wus painful. 

Later, a little golden-haired page pre- 
sented a silver cup to Luther which lie was 
about to raise to his lips when his friends 
rushed forward, crying. “It is poisoned.” 
Instantly the suppressed excitement broke 
out on all sides in furious dispute and tiie 
soldiers had to interfere. But through it 
all Luther stood unmoved, a rock amid the 
tempest. 

To all this splendor and tumult, a scene 
of simplicity and peace succeeded the even- 
ing prayer of the nuns. The vesper hymn 
sounded sweetly, and when tiie long line 
of soldiers, with the white robed novices 
behind, knelt to receive tiie benediction of 
the abbess with large silver cross held 
above their heads, the effect was beautiful. 
But just imagine our Anna with her dear 
little round face drawn down into a suit- 
able expression of mourufulness in a 
nun’s habit, with her bunds demurely 
crossed, trying in vain to keep tiie dimples 
out of her cheeks. 

The finale was splendid when all tiie 
characters went through an allegorical drill, 
about two hundred New Haven ladies ami 
gentlemen with many Yale men, hud part 
in the affair which was under the manage- 
ment of Airs. Alunroe of Philadelphia, and 
was given for the benefit of the Indian As- 
sociation.”

many quarters, and we have received visits 
from interested parties who were all loaded 
up with ammunition, some of which will be 
found below . Protests have come in so 
loud and emphatic as to leave no doubt of 
the popular disapproval of the present 
management of our roads. In this connec- 
tion it should be stated that the superin- 
tendent and his assistants are in no way re- 
sponsible, as they have to do w lmt they 
are told to do by the highway committee. 

This committee is this year made up of 
seven men, all but one of whom are new' 
members, and it naturally follows that our 
main thoroughfares were never in as bad 
condition as they are today. 

The committee had this year $80,000 to 
spend, and the auditor’s last monthly 
statement to the city council showed that 
one-third of this large sum had been ex- 
pended. It will astonish every wheelman 
and every owner of horses in the city, and 
the universal question is where has all this 
money gone? 

Well, we have been informed that a large 
number of side streets at Lower Falls 
have been fixed up, covered w ith crushed 
stone, and the member from Lower Falls 
is trying to have the private ways in that 
section covered with crushed stone, and re- 
paired at the city’s expense. These side 
streets probably have as many as half a 
dozen market wagons pass over them a 
day. Washington street, from West New- 
ton to Lower Falls, is in a bad shape, al- 
though hundreds of teams and wheels pass 
over it daily. Beacou street, the whole 
length of the city, is not in good condition, 
and in fact none of the thoroughfares are, 
and yet the highway committee is pouring 
money on the side streets. Crafts street, 
one of the most popular streets for travel , 
is full of holes, the stones are uncovered, 
the gullies left from the spring rains have 
not been filled up, and the street is a fair 
sample of the lack of intelligence dis- 
played in the care of our streets. 

Watertown street from West Newton to 
Walnut street would disgrace a country 
road, and even the roadbed from Walnut 
street to the Watertown line, on which so 
much money was expended about a year 
ago, is so run down for luck of attention 
that it is full of inequalities.

Death of Horatio King:. 

Horatio King, who was postmaster Gen- 
eral during a portion of Buchanan's ad- 
ministration, died at his Washington home, 
Thursday morning, In his 80th year. His 
sons, Horactlo C. King of New' York and 
Henry King of West Newton were at his 
bedside when he passed away. His wife 
survives him. He died from the effects 
of an attack of grip. 

Mr. King was born In Paris, Maine. 1 M 1 . 
and before he was 21 he was a publisher 
of a paper in his native county. He con- . 
tinned In the business until 1889 when he 
went to Washington, where ho entered in | 
the nost office department as a clerk and j 
gradually worked his way up to first as- 1 
nistant postmaster general under Pierce, 
which office he held until his appoint- 
ment as Postmaster General by Buchan- 
an. 

In 1803, ho was appointed by President ! 
Lincoln one of a board to carry out the 
emancipation proclamation in the district 
of Columbia. Afterwards I 10 practiced as 
nn attorney, and was a prolific writer for 
the newspapers and magazines, as well 
as a lecturer. 

Mr. King was married in 1835 to Ann 
Collins of Portland, by whom he had seven 
children, only three of whom— one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. A. A. Cole, and two sons, Gen. 
Horatio C. King and Henry F. King sur- 
vive. 

His first wife died In two. and in 1875 I 10 
married Isabella G. Osborne ,of Auburn, 
N. V. 

For many years Mr. King has made 
West Now ton his home during the sum- 
mer months.

The Beautiful White Devil is the rather 
striking title of a novel by Guy Boothhy, a 
popular English writer, and is published In 
Appleton’s Town and Country Library. 
The heroine is a pirate captain, who kid- 
naps wealthy men and holds them for a 
large ransom, robs regular ocean liners of 
their gold, and does other wonderful things 
with the aid of her benutiful yacht and her 
devoted baud of pirates. She lias an island 
retreat off the coast of Chinn, where she 
reigns as a -ort of Rider Huggard’s “She,” 
and nets as tlie special providence of a 
large mass of people. She suddenly turns 
up in London, to marry the hero, her won- 1 
derful beauty makes her recognized by one 
of her victims, there is an arrest, a sense- j 
tlonal escape nnd more wonderful ad veil- ! 
tares to follow. Lovers of the romantic 
will welcome it, as it has hardly a dull 
page, nnd tlie interest is well sustained. 

S. Levett* Yeats. the author of The 1 
Honour of Suvelli, lias written a very 
clever novel under tlie title “A Galahad of 
the Greeks.” The scene is laid in India, 
and tlie hero is a young English govern- 
ment officer who has come out to a very 
uninviting district, ami sets out to reform 
ail the abuses that be finds existing there, 
many of them the results of the dishonesty 
of liis predecessor. Being young, he has 
abundant faith and energy, and lie does 
make a beginning. The heroine is the 
beautiful American wife of a missionary, 
and the complications are many and tlie 
adventures exciting, but the hero remains a 
Sir Galahad to tiio last. Tlie story is an 
interesting one and,very well told. I). Ap- 
pleton A- Co., in Town <fc Country Library. 

The Third Violet, by Stephen Crane, is 
just published by D. Appleton & Co., and 
is the story of a summer resort flirtation, 
not a very lively story either. It is tlie 
fashion to admire whatever Mr. Crane 
writes, ever since his English readers dis- 
covered that lie was a great genius, and so 
this story will doubtless be popular. The 
hero is a young painter who spends liis 
vacation iu the humble home of his father, 
und falls in love with a rich and aristocrat- 
ic New York girl who is stopping at the 
hotel near by. He meets also a writing 
fellow of his acquaintance, and the conver- 
sation is mainly among tlie three (by 
couples) till tlie scene shifts to a Bohemian 
studio in New York, where the painter 
plays “little Billee” to a fair model. The 
nymph of the mountains, however, is too 
firmly established in his affections to be 
supplanted. Mr. Crane gives very vivid 
descriptions, but tlie story is made up of 
conversation, and mainly the sort of con- 
versation one hears at a summer resort. It 
does not lead anywhere or mean very 
much, but it is very clover, and tlie writer 
has made up for tlie other lacks in the 
story by his discriminating use of adjec- 
tives. They save a good deal of descrip- 
tion. The heroine is a rather nebulous 
character, but probably Mr. Crane’s admir- 
ers can read all sorts of meanings Into her 
remarks, and also in the chatter of the 
other characters. 

Bird Life, by Frank R. Chapman, is a 
valuable guide to the study of our common 
birds, and ought to be popular with young 
people. It has 75 full page plate illustra- 
tions and numerous text drawings. It is 
not above tlie heads of tlie average reader, 
as so many books of its class are, but is de- 
signed for those who desire a general 
knowledge of bird life and some acquaint- 
ance with our commoner birds, their 
habits, songs, and where and when to look 
for them. Over one hundred of our familiar 
birds are described, with their portraits, 
and brief summaries of tlie most interest- 
ing facts about them. The book has been 
added to the Free Library, and will be in 
great demand by the school children. Pub- 
lished by D. Appleton & Co., $1.75. 

Tlie present moment is timely for the ap- 
pearance of a new biography of “Gen. 
Grant.” (Appleton). Janies Grant Wil- 
son’s addition to the series of “Great Com- 
manders” will be liked by the general 
reader because it is direct and expressed in 
plain, straightforward English. It lacks 
distinct novelty, and unusual or remarkable 
features in text and in illustrations. Read- 
ers who take it up expecting to find a liter- 
ary monument are ant to be disappointed ; 
tlie book gains its character and its value 
from the rapid survey of the war, with 
special reference to Grant’s point of view. 
Tlie formal account of the journey round 
the world is prosy enough, but tlie main 
course of the narrative is successfully en- 
livened by anecdotes.

The 17th Death on the Tracks. 
James Laird, a compositor employed in 
Needham, was killed on the Boston A Al- 
bany trucks, Sunday morning. 

Laird is tlie 17th person who lias been 
killed on this railroad in Newton since the 
work of depressing the trucks began. 

When struck Laird was walking on the 
trucks near the freight house on Washing- 
ton street. lie stepped from the west 
bound track to avoid a freight train, and 
passed over to tlie east bound truck, direct- 
ly in front of tlie 9 o'clock inward accom- 
modation. The engineer saw him when 
about 20 feet away and applied the brakes, 
but it wus too lute. 

Laird was struck by the pilot of the 
engine and thrown to the bottom of the 
subway, 18 feet below. The train was 
stopped, and the body was taken to New- 
ton. It was foiiud that tlie man’s neuk 
was broken, evidently by the fall into tlie 
excavation. The other injuries on tlie 
body were not sufficient to cause dcuth. 

Medical Examiner Meade of Watertown 
viewed the remains, and they were turned 
over to Undertaker John Flood. 

From papers found in his pocket the 
body was identified as that of James Laird. 
Later friends from Needham visited the 
undertaker’s rooms and completed the 
identification. 

J. aird was 33 yeurs old, unmarried, and u 
native of Scotland. He leaves a sister, who 
lives in Jamaica Plain and u brother in 
Conn. 

He had been in Boston, Saturday night, 
und a few minutes belore the accident was 
found by Michael Connolly asleep on u 
doorstep on Church street. He inquired 
the way to Newton v i lie. where lie wished 
to take tlie curs for Needham Connolly 
says lie was perfectly sober at tlie time. 

\\ hen last seen alive tlie pockets of 
Laird’s trousers were hanging out, and this 
coupled with the fact tliut his watch and 
money were missing, has led to the belief 
tliut lie wus robbed in Boston Suturduy 
night. 

1 lie funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon at 1.30 o’clock, from Grace 
church, Bev. Dr. .Shinn officiating. Tlie 
interment was at the Newton cemetery.

A NEW INSECT PEST 


THAT HAS APPEARED IN SOME PARTS 
OF NEWTON. 


A new insect pest has appeared in Somer. 
ville, to add to the troubles of that city, 
and is doing great damage to fruit trees. It 
is said that some have been seen in New- 


ton, though not as yet in any great mini- j 
hers. It is called the brown tail moth, and 


the caterpillars can be readily distinguished 
from the gypsy moth caterpillars, as they 
have two white stripes, one on either side 
of the back ; whereas the gypsy moth cater- 
pillars are light brown, and have no white 
on them, and are larger insects. The 
winged moths, or millers, of the brown 
tail, are white; whereas the gypsy moths 
or millers are brown. 

So voraciously do the brown tail moth 
caterpillars work, that the noise of the 
dropping of their black deposits is very 
perceptible, falling on the leaves of the 
burdock plants beneath the trees being de- 
vastated. 

Pear tree leaves, which are not liked by 
any of our native worms, are the especial 
favorite of this new pest, and they have 
devastated a large section in Somerville, as 
after the pear trees, the worms attack all 
kinds of vegetation. 

This pestiferous immigrant insect was 
not recognized until last week, when Prof. 
C. II. Fernald, stute entomologist, identified 
it ns the much-dreaded European brown 
tail moth. 

While new to this country, it is well 
known and greatly dreaded in Europe, 
especially in France, Germany and southern 
Russia, and, at times, in England. 

It was legislated against in the lGth cen- 
tury in France, property owners being 
obliged to kill the trees supporting it. And 
it was necessary to destroy the tents of the 
insect before Feb. 20 each year, under 
penalty of a fine or tax, in default of which 
a term of imprisonment was meted out to 
the delinquent. 

Prof. Fernald said it was not yet known 
how the insect was brought to this country. 
But it is thought it was imported on some 
of the shrubs brought to the green-houses 
and nurseries in Somerville. 

One of the remedies suggested is to care- 
fully remove the tents or the insects from 
the trees in winter, and burn them. In 
the spring the leaves should be sprayed 
with paris green or some other arsenical 
compound. Where the insects are gathered 
on the trunks of the trees or fences or 
walls, they may be easily killed by spraying 
them with soap suds, containing kerosene. 

Like all foreign pestiferous insects, the 
brown tail moth is not devoured by our 
native birds. 

The infested regions about Somerville 
have been inspected by Prof. L.O Howard, 
entomologist to the United States govern- 
ment ; Prof. C. II. Fernald, the state entom- 
ologist of Amherst, and Prof. 11. II. Good- 
ell of the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege, director of the state experimental 
station. These gentlemen have recoinend- 
ed that vigorous steps be taken on 
the part of the public to destroy the 
new pests. They say if such steps are not 
at once taken.it will not take the brown 
tail moth long to destroy all our fruit trcei.

Boulevard Near Strong’s Pond. 

A property valuation of £50,000,000 was 
represented at an informal hearing Mondaj 
noon at Boston City Ilall, before the full 
board of street commissioners. 

A petition was presented in favor of u 
new 130-foot boulevard, beginning at the 
junction of Commonwealth avenue and 
Lake street, und running by a curve to the 
Newton line, or a part of the Newton 
parkway , also by a branch running be- 
tween (’handler's und Strong’s ponds, 
curving to the north and into Keuwick 
street, then along the hitter widened to 130 ( 
feet us far us Lake street, thence by Lake 
street w idened to loo feet as far as Wash- 
ington street. 

The entire length will be ubout u mile. 
One pluu is to have Chandler’s pond open 
us u feature in the landscape, while another 
is to fill it up ami lay out thut territory 
with streets connecting with the new 
boulevard which, on the petitioners’ pluu, 
is called Westbourue boulevard. 

The first signer to the petition is Mr. 
Charles W. Pierce, president of the Citi- 
zen's Improvement Association. Among 
the others are Henry W. Whitney, Robert 
W. Lord, ex-Alderman Sidney < usliing, 
Benjamin M. Fiske, vice president of the 
Citizens’ Association; Nathan Appleton, 
A. 1> Chandler, treasurer of the West- 
minster Lund Company ; Dana Estes, John 
J. Williams by Vicar Generul William 
Byrne, representing the St. John .'semi- 
nary; Joseph T. Brown, Albert Geiger, 
Benjumin Phipps, John S. Winn, James J. 
Grace ami William \V. Camerson. 

The Nonautnm Land Company is to give 
;io,000 square feel of land for the boulevard ; 
Jeremiah R. Downiug stated he would 
contribute 1 1-2 acres ; 1*. P. Smith heirs 
about 20,000 square feet, and Dana Estes 
ubout two acres, without land damages. 
The only building that will be touched is 
tiie stable of the Sheltering Home for Dogs 
and Cats. This is in tire centre of the 
boulevard. 

A formal hearing is to be given later on 
by the commissioners.

NO WEST NEWTON TENNIS. 


NO INTERNATIONAL TENNIS— ENGLISH 
PLAYERS CAN’T COME TO THE NEIGH- 
BORHOOD CLUB TOURNAMENT. 


There will he no Neighborhood Ciub in- 
vitation tennis tournament this year. It 
was hoped that the club would duplicate its 
record of 18H5, when it introduced Dr. 
Joshua Pirn, the then champion of all- 
England, and Harold S. Mahony, the pres- 
ent holder of the title, to the American 
tennis world. The tournament of that 


year w ill always hold a high place in tennis 
annals for its bringing together of the best 
of two continents. The tournament did 


the gume a world of good, and a similar 
one this year w ould have acted as a very 
good tonic. 

In planning for this year’s tournament 
the committee uimed at surpassing that of 
18515, and it is through no fault of the com- 
mittee or of the club that the touruument 


lias been abandoned. The club hud made u 
liberal appropriation to carry out the com 
mittee’s plans, and its invitation to four of 
the leuding English pluyers had been ac- 
cepted.

' ships, which begin June 21, the date set 
for tin* Neighborhood touruument. Natural- 
I ly the English players find it more to their 
advantage to play in their own nutionul 
tournament. Mahoney, for instance, bus 
the title to defend, and would have to de- 
fault if he came here. 

! The change of date for the English cham- 
pionships hu' caused some speculation, and 
some are wondering why it was nut buck 
I from July, its usual month, to June. It 
may he that opposition was made to having 
the men come over here before the English 
events were held, it is understood that 
t lie visit of Pirn and Mahony in 185)5, which 
prevented their participation in the Eng- 
lish event that year, was not pleasing to 
the followers of tin* game on the other side.

Hints to Trained Nurses. 

To the Editor of the Grnphto:— 

Having had some experience of illness, 
and consequently more or loss to do with 
nurses, 1 may bo able to offor sumo useful 
suggestions. 

And first, let mo say that 1 know of few- 
greater comforts than a thoroughly good 
trained nurse, when one is very ill. The 
mere knowledge that family and friends 
are relieved of care, and that It has been 
assumed by one whose business it is, will 
often aid the recovery of a patient. And 
then the most loving taml devoted friend in 
the world cannot do what is needed fora 
sick person as skilfully as one who lins 
been prepared for it by years of training, 
and lias chosen it for her life work. The 
very fondness of the friend will in some 
cases disqualify her in a measure to act as 
nurse. A stranger will often fill the place 
better. Blit oven good nurses, who would 
never neglect a patient, are sometimes 
strangely wanting in judgment. 

It would seem tlint the importance of 
quiet in the sick room must appeal to every- 
one. 

Persons not naturally nervous are often 
rendered so by illness. Fever will make 
almost any one sensitive to noise, and 
those who are naturally so, as the result of 
a delicate, nervous organization, or great 
mental acting, often suffer more from this 
cause when they are ill, than can readily bo 
imagined by one who is well and strong. 
But even the nurse does not always appre- 
ciate this. The energetic or bustling way 
of going about on her part will sometimes 
occasion real distress to the patient. 1 
once had a nurse who took very good care 
of me, and was delightfully neat and clean 
in every way, but she was one of the 
hustling kind. She always wore white 
dresses, ami was particular that they 
should he clean and starched stiff, and as 
she whished about my room, the rattling of 
her starched skirts, and the squeak and 
click of her little high heeled shoes, was 
extremely annoying, not to say distressing 
to me. This matter of shoes is a most im- 
portant one. Nurses should always pro- 
vide themselves with noiseless shoes of 
some sort, shoes without heels, at least; 
hut as far as my experience goes, they sel- 
dom do so, and if you offer to furnish 
them they usually say they prefer their 
own. It is quite natural that tliev should 
select something more becoming to the foot 
than a felt shoe, hut self-abnegation in this 
respect is included in the services for 
which we pay them twenty -0110 dollars a 
week. 

Too much talking, either to the patient 
or to others in the sick room, should be 
avoided. This rule is generally observed 
while the patient is very ill, hut as soon as 
convalescence begins the nurse is apt to 
tli ink thnt it is now time for her to make 
herself agreeable, and for the patient to do 
the same. This often arises from a kindly 
feeling, and a desire to make things cheer- 
ful for one who has been ill and suffering 
so long ; but it should he remembered that a 
person is often very weak for a long time 
after health begins to return, and that con- 
sequently much sociability may he fatigu- 
ing, yet 1 have known nurses to feel hurt 
because a convalescing patient did “not 
seem sociable.’’ Once, when 1 had been so 
ill as to he almost at the point of death, 
and was just beginning to sit up, seeing 
my nearest friends for only a few minutes 
at a time, one of my nurses told me that 
site wanted to read to me an original poem 
of her own. She said she would like my 
judgment on its literary merits. I asked if 
it was very long. “Yes,” she said, it was 
“very long and very sad, about a young girl 
who died after a long illness.” 1 declined 
to hear it, at which she seemed much hurt. 
On relating tiie incident to my pliysician 
afterwards, he expressed much surprise 
that a trained nurse should have so little 
judgment. She was a graduate of a Boston 
training school. 

When two nurses are employed together 
in a case of severe illness, they should he 
careful not to talk much together in the 
presence of the patient. Physicians strong- 
ly object to this, hut their instructions do 
not always avail to prevent it. It often 
seems next to impossible for two nurses 
brought together in this way to restrain 
their desire to compare notes as to remark- 
able or difficult cases in their experience, 
sometimes going into details unpleasant 
enough for any one in heulth to listen to. 

I have known two nurses to talk together 
in this way until the patient was wearied 
beyond expression, und was obliged to re- 
quest them to he silent. 

When a person appears to he uncon- 
scious it is not safe to conclude that he 
cannot hear. Though unable to speak he 
I cun often hear, und tin* fuct that he does 
not always hear correctly only makes the 
matter worse. Tho fevered brain (often) 
receives distorted impressions of what is 
said, and that even more care should he 
taken as to this iwhat is said) than when 
tiie patient’s mind is clear. One night 
when I was supposed to he unconscious, or 
nearly so, some half whispered remark at 
my hed-side, gave me the impression that 
it was thought I would not live till morn- 
ing. (In reality jus; this remark was not 
made, as I ascertained afterwards). 1 was 
unable to speak, or make any outward 
sign of what 1 felt, hut l|mffen d much that 
night in the expectation that i might die 
at any moment, ami even imagining mvself 
dying. 1 can recall other instances in 
which 1 was occasioned more or less 
trouble of mind by remarks (by my nurses), 
iiiadei when they supposed I could not 
hear. From all this it is plain that in 
generul tiie less said tho better for tiie sick 
person. 

I may he thought too severe in these 
criticisms, hut they contain no exaggera- 
; t ion. I speak from my own experience and 
l observation. Of course no school should 
! beheld responsible for ull the defects of 
its pupils: hut if adeuuute instruction is 
given on these points in training schools 
j for mirses.lt is strange that so many gradu- 
ates are regardless of it. Happily all aie 
not so. 1 hav • kiio.vn one (trained nurse, 

I at least, who hud none of these faults; in- 
deed, this negative pruise does not do her 
I justice, i To all the essentials of good nurs- 
l nig. she added a sunny disposition, perfect 
amiability, and unfailing patience. Cheer- 
ful, without being a great talker, always 
r *adv to make herself useful in any way, she 
was in valuable both to the patient und in tiie 
family. I hone she may he u type of many. 
•She is a graduate of the Newton Hospital 
training school, of course I would not he 
understood to endorse in like maimer all 
graduates of thut school, us 1 am not in a 
position to do so. b. I*. L.

WENT OP THE SEWER A RUE QUESTION — 

THE MCTAMM ANY MACHINE .?OH— THE 

PURER ' DOCK QUESTION— MR. POWERS 

TO RESION AS TEEEPIIONR COUNSEL. 

[Special Legislative Correspondence.] 

Heaoon Hill, May 2fi, l«07. 

Represontatlve Pickard of Newton now 
goes about the state house wearing a smile 
of extreme satisfaction, and an expression 
indicative of peace with all humanity. 
Corporation Counsel Hailey of Boston 
laughingly confesses his discomfiture. 
Mr. Ctibbs of Brookline expresses his grati- 
fication that there is still a chance for 
definite legislation another year, while the 
Waltham members say nothing. Amid 
the excitement and confusion of Monday 
night’s session, the Newton member se- 
cured the substitution of his draft of the 
bill in relation to the payment for the use 
of Boston’s sowers by the Charles and Ne- 
ponset valleys, and it was engrossed and 
sent to the senate under suspension of the 
rules. Probably this bill is not an ideal 
one, and those who believe in the purchase 
of the outfall out right have reason to be 
less satisfied than if they had secured the 
latter legislation, but it is infinitely fairer 
that the former arrangement, where Boston 
had a right of appeal from the decision of 
the commissioners, and the valleys had 
none. 

The bill, asamendedby Mr. Pickard, pro- 
vides that the Commonwealth shall pay to 
the city of Boston for the use of its sewer 
and sewerage works, and discharge of 
ssworage, sums for the years 180(1 and. 1W7, 
for such system, as shall be agreed upon by 
the mayor of said oity and board of Metro- 
politan Sewerage commissioners. If they 
cannot agree upon the sum to be paid for 
either of the years, the supreme judicial 
court sitting in equity shall, upon applica- 
tion of said mayor or said board, appoint 
three commissioners, who shull not be resi- 
dents of any of the cities and towns in 
said metropolitan sewer district, who shall, 
after due notice and hearing, determine the 
sum to be paid. The award of said com- 
missioners, or a majority of them, shall be 
returned to the court, and when accepted 
by that tribunal, shall be final and con- 
clusive. 

The men who do not feel that it is of anv 
use to treat with the oity of Boston any 
longer, feel that it would have been better 
to have bought the works outright, and 
therefore are pleased tliut the bill only re- 
fers to last year and this. Mr. Bailey 
frankly confesses that he feels pleased that 
this is the case also. Meanwhile there is 
some disposition to think that the new 
sewerage commissioner, who knows noth- 
ing of tlie difficulties which have thus far 
attended the negotiations, will be with the 
board when the matter is again taken up, 
and there is hope that he may be able to 
secure a satisfactory adjustment without 
appeal to the com t or commissioners. 

The senate has engrossed the bill which 
provides for the purchase of lifty more 
McTammany voting machines, whenever 
the company taking them shall have re- 
placed the machines now in the possession 
of the Commonwealth with new machines. 
The bill was engrossed yesteiday after 
Senator Harwood hud utteied a protest in 
the name of the intelligent voter against 
anv system of voting which placed the re- 
sult of his action in doubt. In the course 
of the debate exception was taken by some 
senators to the statement of one of your 
fellow-citizens, the correspondent of the 
Springfield Bepublicati, in that paper, that 
there was an impression t lie success of the 
bill was due to “politics and boodle.’’ Mr. 
Hridgmuu made the statement on the no- 
th' rity of certain senators, and t he infor- 
mation was given him in my presence, so 
that he has no reason lo fear support by re- 
liable witnesses should it ever be necessary. 
Whatever politics were in the action, hud 
no reference to Mr. McTammany, who is a 
prohibitionist, but to Ids counsel, ex-l’rvsi- 
dent Butler. Mr. McTammany sa>8 Butl ?r 
had notiiing to do with the success of the 
bill, and Butler naively says he lias no in- 
terest in politics. It is well understood 
that he had a good deal to do with the mak- 
ing of the present lieutenant governor and 
with the president of the senate, but I 
should be willing to gmuantee that if cer- 
tain men voted for the McTammany bill in 
the hope that Butler would make them 
president also, they nre destined to a griev- 
ous disappointment. As to the boodle part 
of the arraignment, I am disposed to accept 
Mr. McTummany’s statement that lie has 
expended only $<50(» to secure the legislation 
thus far, and to marvel at the conditions 
which, with one or two exception , p aced 
all the men who are ever under s.spicioa 
as to their motives on the side of too ma- 
chines. As to tlie merits of the question, 1 
otter no opinion, but congratulate my 
friend Bridgman tliut the incident led to 
some very appreciative compliments to his 
personal character and ability by tlie 
lionorable senators. 

During this debate Senator Morse of tlie 
Tape, who is chairman of the judiciary 
committee, took occusion to say that tin* in- 
cident was timely, owing to the pending 
bill concerning tlie amendment of tlie libel 
law. Ho then proceeded to drag in an en- 
tirely dissimilar newspaper attack on a 
single senator, ami seemed to think it a 
reason to deprecate any change in the libel 
laws, though he did not say so outright. 
It is a matter of congratulation tliut tlie 
senate on Monday ununimously substituted 
the Bierce libel bill for that of the com- 
mittee, though Senator Cook, tlie champion 
of tlie meisure, was compelled from ill- 
health to say nothing about tlie measure. 
Senator Hoe made tlie motion for him. 
The senator has had the grip, ami it was 
unfortunate for him that when attacked lie 
hud this matter on his mind, for Ids worry 
over it has seriously retarded his recovery. 

The house lias engrossed both the bills 
in relation to tlie public dock question, in 
which Newton men are so greatly inter- 
ested, and they have now gone to the sen- 
ate. Due provides $ 500,000 for the South 
Boston dock, and the other $ 100,000 for the 
purcliu.se of land ut .lellTies’ point, East 
Boston. An uttempt was made on tlie 
linal reading of tlie bill in tlie lower branch 
to amend it in such a way that tlie work of 
building tlie dock at the South Boston Hats 
should not be begun until it had been 
leased to a new foreign steumship line, 
which would pay u rental guaranteeing 
four per cent, on the investment. 'The 
hidden liuud of tlie Consolidated road was 
at once suspected; in fuct it wusu’l hidden 
enough not to be recognized, and tlie mo- 
tion was defeated, in the debate it was 
pointed out tliut Boston was merely tlie 
depot, uud tliut tlie construction of tlie 
dock would be of iucalulable benefit to 
New England. As to the four per cent., it 
should be borne in mind tliut tlie Common- 
wealth owns severul hundred acres of luud 
ut the site of the dock, and that the rise in 
value of tlie laud will give much more than 
the iuterest suggested. 

The boulevurd bill und the park appro- 
priation bill are making good progress to 
the governor's tuble, with nothing serious 
standing in the way, excepting tlie commit- 
tee on ways and means of tlie senate, 
which, while huviug a due regurd for tlie 
treasury,, is ulso very sensitive to popular 
opinion, and not in tlie hubit of desiring 
defeat, for the sake of a question where 
the principle involved is of so uucertuiu 
churueter. It is easy to predict tlie success 
«.i both without much teai of being a false 
prophet. 

The elevated ruilroad bill hus proceeded 
one stage, with only one or two linportuut 
amendments, to limit the franchise to 90 
years iusteuu of thirty, uud to provide tliut 
the West End road should he leased, in- 
stead of purchased. Neither of these de- 


font the purpose of the bill. Mr. Pickard 
has been very earnest in his defense of the 
moasure. On unfriendly amendments Mr. 
Hayward voted no, while Mr. Pickard was | 
paired the same way. 

I heard with my own ears the other day I 
a statement which will he heard witli sin- 
cere regret. Samuel L. Powers, Esq., for 
the last ten years the champion of tlie Now 
Englnnd Telephone & Tolegroah Co. on 
Beacon Hill, says lie lias had enough of it 
and proposes to let some one else try it. 
That very day lie had seen the defeat of 
the hill for a telephone commission, and 
perhaps lie spoke hastily, in tlie flush of 
victory. At any rate, tears will he out of 
plnee until his resignation takes effect.

The Single Tax Class & Club. 

The 211th regular meeting and last for the 
season occurred on Monday evening, tlie 
24th. Mr. Garrison, Mrs. Twitchell and 
Mr. Brazier came as promised, bringing to 
the club the bloom of Its youth. Rev. Mr. 
Hayes of Salem sent kindly remembrance 
and keen regrets that ho could not come. 
The full hoped for attendance was realized 
both in quantity and quality. The reading 
of tlie minutes was omitted. Mr. Fille- 
brown reported having talked the Religion 
of the Single Tax before the New England 
Iron and Hardware Association at Its 
monthly dinner at Young’s Hotel on the 
lKtll. 

Attention was called to the long and ex- 
haustive report of a committee on taxation 
appointed by the Central Labor Union, 
which was very pointed in the Single Tax 
direction. After enumerating four distinct 
theories of taxation they abandoned three 
of them as “incapable of being carried 
out,” declared the fourth, viz: assessment 
upon the “value of franchises and loca- 
tions,” as the one theory alone possible of 
being carried out, and that it “alone should 
bo adopted,” because it embodies tlie lirst 
principle of just taxation, that a tax shall 
stay where it is put “and recognize tlie lirst 
principle upon which our government was 
founded, that no one shall profit by any 
special privilege obtained from tlie govern- 
ment.” 

Kev. Mr. Green took occasion to speak 
very strongly in acknowledgment of the 
handsome treatment shown the Club by 
the press of Newton in its full und gener- 
ous reports. To this sentiment tlie com- 
pany responded with a unanimous and 
loud “amen.” A vote of thanks to the 
open house was also adopted, A commit- 
tee consisting of Messrs. Carol, Wood- 
worth, .Smith, Tucker, Mepliam, Green and 
Fillebrown were appointed to consider the 
best form for tlie work of another season, 
especially witli a view to getting a more 
public hearing. Mr. E. Bradshaw, Poet 
Laureate, responded with tlie following: 

THE DIGNITY OF LABOR. 

Tlie tree whose top courts July sun. 

Still casts deep shade around, 

To cool the over toiling roots, 

Wide spieading in the ground. 

And then when Autumn’s later frosts, 
Proclaim stern Winter near, 

She strips her boughs to cover roots, 

With blankets brown and sere. 

“Our glories would decline” says tree 
“Without root’s lowly toil. 

We owe our bud, leaf, bloom and fruit 
To workeis in the soil.” 

Promised reply was made to some of the 
figures in Mr. Thos. Bills’ pamphlet so 
often quoted as a refutation of Henry 
George. , „ _ , 

In 185(5 tlie state owned loo acres of Back- 
Buy, which were filled, otherwise Improved 
and laid out at an outlay by tin* state of 
$1,042,000. This 100 acres, excluding the 
buildings, was assessed in 181)2 at $10,24(5,- 
ooo. Of this land, Mr. Hills says: “Be- 
fore tlie improvement it would have been a 
dear purchase ut anyth lug above a nominal 
price of say $100,000. Under the Henry 
George system it would have been absolute- 
ly worthless, and upon his own theory, tlie 
land and tlie increased value given to it by 
the costly buildings erected on it should 
never be taxed, for all, except possibly the 
first $100,000, is tlie product of labor.” 

The Single Tax criticism of the above 
statement is obliged to savor strongly of 
contradiction. It is tliut of tills SULMo.hoo 
only $1,042,000 was the product or tabor. 
$ 0 , 442,000 was profit without labor to tlie 
state, and $14, 100, (MX) more unearned incre- 
ment which the state should have retained 
went us profit without labor, into private 
pockets. 

Again, Mr. Hills in figuring out liis as- 
sumption that the Single T ux would reduce 
tlie 18D2 valuation of Boston by one-liulf 
from $000,170,175 to $ 200 , 000,000 says: 
“Drop the $ 52 , 712 , 0(X) vacant land since no 
one will buy it or take it until needed for 
instant improvement.” Then lie sujs: 
“Laud values must shrink enormously 
when the entire income is taken for taxes, ’ 
“could hardly be expected to hold oiie-liu f 
its present value.” His estimate of this 
shrinkage is, however, figured at only 
about one-fourth $00,744,075, which, added 
to the $52,712,(500, makes u total shrinkage 
of $14(5,457,575, leaving an even $2oo,(joo,ooo 
"for assessment under tlie Henry George 
system.” , . , . 

Our answer as to the vacant land is that 
its owners pay today u tux of 1 1-2 per cent., 
induced to do so by tlie assurunee of a 
future rental that will reimburse them for 
interest and taxes. This L equivalent to a 
single tax of o per cent, on one-hall of tlie 
present valuation. , . , ... 

When fares are halved travel is doubled ; 
when the incrchunl halves his prices his 
sales uro doubled. If the vacant land of 
Boston was mude twice as accessible us 
now the quick development of a hugely In- 
creased rental would be limited only by the 
time necessary to occupy it with buildings 
and improvements, remembering tliut rent- 
al value is not retarded or affected by a 
tux upon it. . , , 

As to tlie shrinkage in value of improved 
land, this point hus already been admirably 
answered in a paper by Mr. Charles i Ld- 
ward Thrasher. The rental value of the, 
improved land is fixed by demand by the 
market vuliiu of location, with which a tax 
upon rent lias notiiing to do. A tux upon 
tlie product of labor does reduce the rental 
value of land, so that instead of shrinkage 
there must ensue an increase through tlie 
stimulus of untuxed industry W ittiout 
taking into account a present undervalua- 
tion indicated by u jury uwurd of $M,(XK> in 
Boxkury for real estate taxed at only $18. _ 
t m mi, we feel bold in tlie assumption that 
under “Henry George” ground rents would 
increase. „ , , 

Upon taking up tlie subject of the lesson 
u paper was read on the Law of Wages, in 
which tlie following statements were mude: 

1st. Ground rent is tlie market value of 
location. , ... ... 

Uud . Ground rent is tlie swirling Mael- 
strom which swallows up every licet of 
loaded Argosies tliut bus been, or ever can 
be sent to the relief of muiikiud. 

:»rd. Ground rent is the literal and verit- 
able rod of Aaron, which however other 
rods inuy bud and blossom, swallows up all 
tlie rest. . . , 

It. Ground rent is the fourteen bundled 
million dollar wall of partition tliut today 
separates the labor of tills country from 
tins land of ours, from which its living 
must be gained. 

5th. Ground rent is the only possible 


agent for the maintenance of those great 
disparities of fortune which, without It. 
the swift dissipation of all wealth every 
two, twenty-flvo or fifty years would con- 
stantly and rapidly tend to level and de- 
stroy. 

Ground rent appropriates what as the 
produce of labor would otherwise go to 
wages. The Single Tax would tax this 
ground rent for the public expense and 
abolish all other taxes. 

It would increase wages by the amount 
of the regular taxation of today. 

It would Increase wages by tlie amount 
of all present indirect taxation. 

It would increase wages by (is it too 
much to say), doubling the ease of labor’s 
access to natural opportunities from which 
it is now locked out by land monopoly as 
from the factory by bolted doors. 

In closing the season, one vacation ques- 
tion Is suggested for your answer at con- 
venience. Why, when we have under our 
feet a basis of taxation that is the better 
today for six thousand years of use. should 
we put upon the shoulders of labor not 
only the burden of taxation itself, but the 
added burden also of renewing every few 
years tlie very basis itself of that taxation ?

even if they do not read the local papers, 
and yet they go ahead and order the streets 
repaired, before, instead of after the 
sewers are laid. It is no wonder that the 
demand for the new charter, when there 
shall be some head to the city work, has De- 
come so imperative. This is the last year 
probably under the present irresponsible, 
extravagant and wasteful expenditure of 
the city’s money, and the committees seem 
anxious to furnish as many illustrations as 
possible of the need of a new charter. 

It is no wonder that citizens are in- 
dignant, at the failure of. the different com- 
mittee to agree on any system, and their 
seeming desire to have each committee 
under the work of the other. 

There really seems to be no excuse for 
this foolish w aste of money by the highway 
committee at Lower Falls, and the resi- 
dents of that place as well as tax-payers 
generally are justly indignant. 

The sewer committee, after digging a 
large trench in Washingtoc street at 
Lower Falls, stopped w-ork, and people 
have been asking what was the matter. It 
seems that the highway committee, or some 
of them, thinking that money enough has | 
not been w asted there, have now conceived 
the scheme of widening the street through 
that section, and are getting up a petition 
and an order to that effect, and have asked 
the sewer committee to stop work until the 
order is passed. The city is in no position 
to spend any more money for street w iden- 
ing, and the order should be voted down. 
If the owners of land there wish to have 
the street widened, and will give the land 


win. 

Mr. Aldrich replied that he 

had made no effort, but he considered this 
direct answer a dangerous one as it might 
lead to misconception, when given without 
the needed explanations. 

Mr. Ward spoke further saying some one 
was to blame for Mr. Goodwin’s leaving.

Where Paleolithic Man I.lveU. 

Kent’s cavern, near Torquay, was a 
famous haunt of paleolithic man and 
extinct animals. It has been thoroughly 
explored. It was at one time occupied 
by hyenas, lions, bears and the formula 
ble saber toothed tiger (luachairadus). 
A certain deposit here known as the 
“black band” marks the place where 
man used to light his fires and eook his 
food. He seems to have been fairly ao 
complislied for the times in which he 
lived, for Air. Peugelly says of him that 
“he made bone tools and ornaments, 
harpoons fpr spearing fish, eyed needles, 
or bodkins, for sewing skins together, 
awls, perhaps to facilitate the passage oi 
the slender needle through the thick 
hides ; pins for fastening the skins they 
wore, and perforated badgers’ teeth foi 
necklaces or bracelets. The different 
layers or strata here met with testify tc 
various changes taking place. Below 
everything else was found what is cal led 
breccia — tlmt is, a layer of augulai 
fragments of rock — with flint imple- 
ments of a rude type, suggesting that 
tlie first occupunts of the cave wert 
members of some more ancient race whe 
were less advanced even in tin* primi 
tive arts of hunting and making weap- 
ons. — Hutchinson’s “Prehistoric Mul 
and Beast. ”

The Dirt h place of KoIh. 

Professor G. B. Gvassi of Rome 
i cently received the Darw in medal from 
! tho Royal society in London in reeogni 
i tiou of his biological discoveries. “The 
I most astonishing ease,” says Nature 
j “is that of the common eel, the devel 
' opment of which hud been a mystery 
1 since the days of Aristotle.” It wut 
known that largo eels pass from river* 
into the sea, and that young eels, called 
i in England ‘elvers,’ ascend river* 

| from the sou. But no one before Grussi 
hud been uble to find out how elv 
were produced. The Italian naturulist, 
taking advantage of the currents ueai 
the straits of Messina, which occasion- 
ally bring to the surface inhabitants ol 
the deep waters, discovered that the 
eels which puss out of rivers are no* 
fully grown, as they had been supposed 
to be, but tlmt they uttuin complete dc 
velopnicut after entering the sea. There 
their eggs are hatched, the young tak 
ing at lirst a larval form which is idcu 
titled with leptocephulus, formerly sup 
posed to lx* a distinct genus. Afterward 
the leptoeephuli uuder go transformation 
into elvers, or young eels, in which 
state they quit the sea for the rivers. ”

GETTING READY TO I.AY TRACKS IX THE 
DEPRESSION. 


About the middle of next July, if every- 
thing goes well, the Boston & Albany will 
drop Its passenger service into the depres- 
sion, as two tracks of the four will have 
been completed at that time. 

Last Tuesday there was received upon 
the grounds the first Instalment of rails 
and ties to be used in the new roadbed, 
and as soon as tlie sub-grade is sufficiently 
cleared the steel will be put down. 

It Is understood that no change will be 
made In the original plan of putting In the 
tracks. This provided for continuing the 
two southerly tracks, between Faneuil and 
Newton, where only one-half of the re- 
qulred excavation has been made, owing to 
tlie limited space, through the centre of the 
depression from Newton to Auburudule. 
By utilizing the centre of tlie cut the two 
outside tracks can be used for tlie construc- 
tion trains in finishing up tlie work that 
yet remains to be done on tlie embank- 
ments. 

Work on the entire depression has gone 
along uninterruptedly from the start, anil 
its Una' completion will not fall far short 
of the time estimated.

Charles River Line of Boats. 

The Iioston dailies have this week de- 
voted much space to the purposes and 
plans of the association incorporated for 
placing a line of pleasure crafts on the 
Charles River. 

The Charles River Navigation Company, 
with Boardman Hall at its head, Geo, W. 
Stanley, treasurer, and several well-known 
men identified with It, proposes to put upon 
the river, next month, the first of a large 
line of passenger and outing craft, to make 
regular trips, to let as chartered pleasure 
boats, and for excursion purposes. 

Boston has granted the Company numer- 
ous landings and valuable ferry privileges, 
and the owners of the mude lands now r 
suiting from the filling in on the Cambridge 
side of the river have granted privileges of 
especial value to such a navigation com- 
pany. 

It now looks as if the omnibus boats 
which delight the Londoner on the Thames 
and the pleasure craft of the Alster Basin 
at Hamburg, would be duplicated for Bos- 
ton on the Charles. Steam launches carry- 
ing 40 to 50 people each xvill be first put 
into commission and by the close of the 
present season it is hoped to have quite a 
fleet of boats in service. 

Along tlie shores of the Charles are to be 
located special pleasure resorts, where sum- 
mer concerts and excursion outings can be 
enjoyed. Already the lower river has 
many attractive points, and these will add 
to tlie happiness of the many who will 
seek the novel and entertaining along the 
river. 

The plans of the Company look to navi- 
gation only on the river below Watertown 
to Craigie bridge, this season. Later the 
trip routes wifi be extended to Marine 
Park on the harbor side, giving a ride 
through the interesting parts of the harbor, 
and also up the river, by means of carries 
and transfers, to Riverside, where already 
over 4200 canoes are said to be moored. 

The great variety of pleasure navigation 
and river sport, which xvill naturally centre 
about this nexv navigation company will 
make it an important element in Charles 
river development for years to come.
